CAPT. GODDARD URGED | 


FOR POLITICAL OFFICE 


Mr. Jerome’s Suggestions Cheered 
at a Banquet. 


Founder of the Anti-Policy Society 
Lauded and Presented with a 
r) Statue at Function Given 

in His Honor. 


“TI don’t see why in so distinguished a 
Republican gathering as this it should be 
assumed as a matter of fact that Capt. 
Goddard has no political ambitions,” de- 
clared District Attorney Jerome, at a sub- 

‘ seription dinner given last night at the 
Hotel Savoy, “to signalize the work done | 
by Capt. Norton Goddard and the Anti- 
Policy Society in the practical suppression 
of ‘policy’ in the County of New York.” 
And the 200 guests—many of them officials 
of thé city and prominent political leaders 
—cheered vociferously. 

*“*F don’t see why Capt. Goddard should 
not have political aspirations,” continued 
Mr. Jerome. “‘I.don’t see why political 
ambitions for a man may not be honest | 
and honorable. I have no sympathy with 
that political chastity that cannot acknow!l- 
edge fair and honorable ambition and can- 
not trust itself to accept office. 

“ New York has always needed and al- | 
Ways will-need strong and honest men in | 
office. If Capt, Goddard should have politi- | 
cai aspirations, I, for one, should be glad | 
to see them realized. And if he is as good | 
@ citizen as he has shown himself to be in | 
the past, I think they—political aspirations 
must exist.’’ 

Previous .speakers—Police Commissioner | 
Greene, President De Forest of the Tene- 
ment House Commission, ex-Police Com- 
missioner Frank Moss, and Marcus M. | 
Marks—had spoken in laudatory terms of | 
the work of Capt. Goddard, and had re- | 
ferred to the fact that he had never held 
any office. One of them—Mr. De Forest— 
had said that it was his belief that Capt. 
Goddard and other men of his kind would 


do more to remedy evils that exist in the 
ox and the Nation as private citizens. 

he District Attorney’s remarks, coming 
after the tributes had been paid to the 
guest of honor’s service to the people, and 
evoking such enthusiastic applause, were 
taken by some of the politicians present 
to mean that the Goddard boom for the 
Mayoralty had been launched. Others, 
however, declared that there was no sig- 
nificance in the demonstration following 
the speech ef Mr. Jerome. 

Capt. Goddard himself made no _ refer- 
ence, either. directly, or inferentially, to 

litics. He spoke. at, considerable length, 
ut entirely on the subject of policy and 
anti-policy. At the first mention of_ his 
name there was great applause, which 
continued for some minutes and terminated 
with a roaring three cheers and a tiger. 

Then the guests sang “‘ For He’s a Jolly 
Good Fellow” and continued their hand- 
clapping and Chautauqua saluting until 
Toastmaster William H. Baldwin, Jr., Pres- 
ident. of the Long Island Railroad, rapped 
for quiet. Capt. Goddard said that when 
the Anti-Policy Society was formed none of 
its members dared believe that within the 
short. period of two years any meé¢ting, 
such as that at which he spoke, would be 
warranted. 

“In the minds of most people,’ he con- 
tinued;-" the.prebable duration of the cam- 
paign against iey could have been stated ; 
in the words of that line in Kathleen | 
Mavourneen, which says, ‘It may be for 
years, and it may be forever.’ But it was 
not forever,. not even four years. Policy 
has been so crippled that it can never again 
assume its old place as one of the chief 
causes of destitution in this community. 

“It will practically be impossible to over- 
state the services of the newspapers of New 
York. Eve paper in the city for three 
years has sven editorials, headlines, and 
columns upon columns of space to enforc- 
ing the two basic propositions—First, that 
policy is the cause of wide-spread destitu- 
tion, and«secodndly, that policy is not gamb- 
ling, but stealing. So complete has been the 
work of the press that there is to-day in 
this city scarcely any man so despised as 
the policy man. Even the gamblers—his 
brothers-in-law—disown him. 

“The debt of the anti-policy cause to 
the District Attorney, like its debt to the 

ress, is too great to be paid in words. 
he inspiring personality of Mr. Jerome, 
his freedom from petty jealousies, is weigh- 
ing down upon policy. The consciousness 
of a good work accomplished must, and I 
believe does, compensate him. 

“ Gen. Greene has shown tremendous zeal 
in the suppression of policy. A grateful 
city appreciates his work, represented by a 
revived and revitalized police force. 

“The =P given by the Criminal Courts 
must not be overlooked. On the whole 
they have been, and are now, imposing 
sentences in policy cases which do much 
toward deterring men from violations of 
the anti-policy law. So we have the press, 

wublic: opinion, the District Attorney, the 

lice Commissioner, the bench all weigh- 
ing down on policy. To the Anti-Policy So- 
clety belongs only the credit for having 
concentrated the weight on the evil.”’ 

Capt. Goddard said that he had received 
a letter from Chicago a few days ago teli- 
ine him that a campaign against policy 
was about to be begun there. The corre- 
-spondent wanted advice from the New York 
society, and a copy of the New York Anti- 
Policy law which, Capt, Goddard said, was 
accepted as a model throughout the coun- 


try.

Frank Farrell, a negro real estate dealer, 
said the committee in charge of collecting 
nominating signatures had pledged itself | 
to get 50,000 names, but would get more 
easily. After saying that President Roose- 
velt, although a ‘ weak foundling,”’ hap- 
pened to be President by luck, he con- 
tinued: 

“Mr. Devery is the man who’s goin’ to 
get elected and put a quietus on the trusts, 
those damnable slave drivers that are 
agraspin’ the throats of every workin’ man 
in this city.” 


The speaker said Devery would use the 


Mexican walking stick to walk to the City 
Hall next January. Then a member moved 
to draft a platform that would satisfy every 
man in town, “ from the lowest down to the 
highest up.” 

Another member, however, declared that 
as long as the committee bore the odious 
name of Tammany it ought to let that sort 
of utterance alone, leaving platform fram- 
ing to the worthy citizens in 
ranks.

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STOCK MARKET SLUMPS 


Greatest Break Recorded in Cop- 
per Trust Shares. 


DECLINE IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Final Prices in Active Securitiés Were 
Generally the Lowest for the Day— 
Disquieting Rumors Heard. 


What between new records. on the 
present movement established for many 
Securities on the Stock Exchange and dis- 
quieting rumors respecting the solvency of 
several local and Boston houses, Wall 
Street had an eventful day of it yester- 
day. The trouble began in the stock mar- 
ket at the commencement of business when 
heavy selling orders came in, and continued 
up to the close of the session, with final 
prices at practically the lowest of the day. 
In active stocks the declines extended from

As has been said, the drop in Pennsyl- 
vania, on very heavy trading, came in for 
the greatest share of attention, and various 
were the conjectures as to the source and 
nature of the selling. On the previous day 
when the stock in the late afternoon had 
dropped a point the impression in some 
quarters was that it was as a result of a 
bear “drive.”” Any one who held to the 
contrary view was roundly condemned. 
Yesterday, however, all this changed when 


; the stock came out not by the hundred 
| shares but Sy the thousands, with the total 


for the day exceeding 100,000 shares and 
with the close but 4% above the lowest of 
the day. Liquidation of an unmistakable 
kind was in evidence in the issue, while in- 
cidentally the “ rights "’ to subscribe to the 
new. stock at 120 fell to 1%, the lowest 
figure yet recorded for them, 

Manifestly if the Pennsylvania 
should drop to 120 these “ rights "’ 
be worth nothing, for people could then 
buy the stock in the market as cheaply as 
they could subscribe for it. In that event, 
it is pointed out, the recently formed under- 
writing syndicate might be calleg vpon to 
take all of the new stock, for the ordinary 
*outsider’’. is proverbially backward in 
inercasing. his “rights”’ or taking stock 
in a declining market. 

Various reasons were offered for the gen- 
eral selling. One of these was the report 
that a leading Boston operator was in 
trouble and was liquidating a line of stocks; 
anather had two local banking houses in 
difficulties; a third told of probable un- 
favorable action at Washington against the 
coal roads combination, while other rea- 
sons were the bad cotton and corn crop 
news, the threatening outlook in the coal 
districts, and the uncertain money situa- 
tion, call money during the day rising to 
as high as 4 per cent., as compared with 
the recent ruling rate of 2% per cent. 

Apropos of the decline in Pennsylvania a 
late report on the Street was that, much 
as was the case with the Third Avenue 
Railroad, the stock is being deliberately 
depressed in order that control, or at least 
a dominating interest in it, may be bought 
in the open market. The Gould-Rockefel- 
ler combination, which has been opposed by 
the present Pennsylvania management, 
were mentioned as probable purchasers. 
An interest connected with the underwrit- 
ing syndicate declares this report to be 
rubbish. 

Concerning the rumors of local houses in 
trouble, it was not possible to verify them 
yesterday, nor did any open trouble de- 
velop. In respect to the Boston report it 
seems to be an admitted fact that some 
speculators there have somewhat more 
stock than they can conveniently carry and

SHEET SCALE SETTLEMENT. 


Arrangement Reached in Pittsburg Be- 
tween Iron and Steel Men and 
Employers. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., June 4.—For the 
first time in the history of the Amalgamat- 
ed Association of Iron, Steel and Tin Wérk- 
ers, all the annual wage scales for the 
i coming year are signed nearly one month 
before the expiration of the old ones. The 
new scales in the union mills go into ef- 
fect on July 1. While the workers do not 
get any material advance in wages by 
these settlements, they have obtained some 


advantages and several changes have been 
made in foot-notes that caused disputes 
during the year. 

The last settlement was the sheet scale. 
The. conference which began yesterday re- 
sulted in an amicable agreement, both sides 
making concessions, the manufacturers 
withdrawing their demand for the removal 
of the limit of output and the workers 
waiving the proposed 1b per cent, increase 
in wages. The three scales signed were 
the iron, tin plate, and sheet steel, and the 
number of men affected nearly 100,000, 
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OLD GEDNEY HOUSE BURNED. 


Firebugs Supposed to Have Destroyed 
Hotel at Croton Lake. 


MOUNT KISCO, N. Y., June 4.—The old 
| Gedney House, at Croton Lake, was de- 
| stroyed by fire late last night. The hotel

time. How the blaze started is not known. 
The Gedney House was not occupied. It

ARDSLEY’S NEW WITNESS. 


Golf Club Caddy Found Who Saw the 
Shooting. 


TARRYTOWN, N. Y., June 4.~One more 
witness of the shooting of John Heffernan 
at Ardsley has been found, His story. adds 
one little detail which would show that 
Miss Campbell was greatly excited at first, 
instead of being cool, as was claimed. 

Chief Nossiter found Rudolph Brierley, 
fifteen years old, of Franklin Street, the 
new witness, who is employed as a caddy 
at the Ardsley Club and was delayed on 
the night of the shooting, The man he 
eaddied for was out late, and when he 
returned the -boy had ‘something. to. do 
which detained him, so that he missed his 
train for home. 

He went down to the station, and, getting 
tired of’ sitting around, crossed the track 
and went out to the water's edge to amuse 
himself as best he could. He was there 
when the train on which Miss Campbell 
went down to Ardsley arrived, but re- 
mained out near the water. He saw a man 
and a woman walk up the path leading 
toward the Hewitt steps. He paid no par- 
ticular attention to them, but, having noth- 
ing else to do, sat watching. 

He says he saw a man approach them. 
‘Sneak up” is the way he expresses it. 
and then in a few seconds two flashes and 
the reports. He says he could follow the 
woman’s movements because he saw some- 
thing white, evidently her skirts, and that 
she ran northward toward the steps, and 
away from the station, and then turned and 
ran back again past the spot where Heffer- 
man was lying, 

He says he thinks she was running when 
the shots were fired, and may even have 
been turned around toward. the station 
when the shots were fired. He is positive 


that she. turned north first as if to go up 
the steps.

Farmers, Nurserymen, and Stockmen in 
Serious Straits—Frost Adds to 
Troubles—Hops in Danger.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., June. 4.—The loss 
which will be sustained by the farmers of 
Central New York cannot be covered by 
thousands of dollars unless heavy rains 
speedily come. Hay has reached the al- 
most unprecedented price of $20 a ton, and 
this year's crop has been so burned up by 
the dry weather that it is almost a failure. 
I’'armers everywhere are selling their stock 
as fast as possible, as they are unable to 
feed it. The young cattle are dying rapid- 
ly for lack of nourishment. All kinds of 


vegetables are hard to obtain and are sell- 
ing at prices unheard of here for years. 
Nurserymen are.among the heavy losers. 
stoppage of growth owing to the 
year.

Half a Dozen Tugs Sent to Pull Her Off 
at High Tide—Prominent Per- 
sons Aboard. 


In the smoke that. hung over the lower 
bay and the ocean yesterday afternoon the 
big Hamburg-American liner Deutschland 
ran on to a sand bank in Gedney’s Chan- 
nel, off Sandy Hook. She had been feel- 
ing her way toward the ocean for. more 
than three hours when she went aground, 
at 4:30 o'clock. She was still on the bar 
late last night, and it, was announced that 
no effort would be made to move her until 
the tide. was on the flood, at 1 o'clock 
this morning. 

Commodore Barends, commander of. the 
vessel, calculated to reach the bar. about 
3:15 o'clock, catching the tide at, its flood, 
but the smoke pall upset his figuring. So 
heavy was the haze that the man at the 
wheel was forced to make the fast liner 
feel her way from the minute she left her 
dock at Hoboken. 80 much time was lost 
that when the ship got into the main chan- 
nel hope of getting over the bar dwindled. 

Off Sandy Hook the smoke was so thick 
that the liner slipped by in the gloom with- 
out being sighted at the marine station. 
She kept on slowly, and veering north in 
Gedney Channel ran aground near. Inner 
Buoy No. 8. 

It was over four hours before Emil lL. 
Boas, one of the agents of the line, was 
notified at his residence, 128 West Seventy- 
fourth Street, of the mishap. He get into 


communication with the dock officials of 
the line at once, Six tugs -were ordered 
to steam with all es to Gedney’s Chap- 
nel, lt. was hoped that with the rising tide 
she could be hauled off the shoal on which 
she was resting easily.

BIG LINER GOES AGROUND “CHICAGO WAITERS STRIKE. 


With Cooks and Chambermaids, They 
Paralyze Two Hotels—Blow Given 
to Demonstrate Strength. 


CHICAGO, June 4.—Two of the largest 
hotels in Chicago are without service to- 
night, except such as may be rendered by 
the small force of clerks. Six hundred 
employes of the Chicago Beach Hotel 
struck at the dinner hour to-night, leav- 
ing .the 800 guests without food. Cooks, 
waiters, chambermaids, bell boys, porters, 
and all quit on a signal, and there was 
nothing doing. 

This hotel is a family one at Fifty-sec- 
ond Street, on the Lake Shore, five miles 
from the-centre of restaurants. The near 
est hotel, the Hyde Park, was soon fi'ted 
to overflowing and-the waiters were in a 
panic. Not a quarter of the new company 
could be served, and the remainder jumped 
into cars and came down town 

Those .who ‘went -to the Grand Pacific 
were amazed and disheartened to find the 
same state of affairs there. Even the bar 
was closed and draped in mourning. The 
building was filled full of its own guests 
who were unable to get their dinners, and 
ali finally went out to the restaurants 
which were still open and not affected by 
the waiters’ strike. 

About 300 persons were in the Grand Pa- 
cific when the men walked out. Nearly 
$1,000 worth of food cooked in the kitchen 
Was spoiled.’ Some of the guests went down 
and helped themselves to whatever they 
found, and brought it up to the deserted 
dihing room and ate it there with ghastly 
jokes on the side. To-night there is not 
a Seeqnernele or a bell boy to answer the 
calls. * 

To-mogrow morning the guests will have 
to mak their own beds or go without 
service, .vur it is likely that there will be 
half a dozen hotels in the same fix by noon. 
The Hotel Keepers’ Association held a 
meeting to-night to decide what to do, but 
there-is a panic among the members, and 
ey do not seem to be of one mind. ) 

The Palmer House is not in the associa- 
tion, and as yet has not been affected and 
may not be. Most of the members are de- 
termined to stand together, but there are 
some who are disposed to give in to the 
unions and keep open if ssible. 

The unions picked out the Chicago Beach 
and the Grand Pacific for test strikes, and 
they say that they ordered the men and 
women out just to show what they could 
do. Unless the proprietors give in by to- 
morrow night strikes will be declared in all 
the leading hotels in the or. The city has 
never seen anything like the force of the 
present strike. The employers thought their 
organization had the unions beaten by get- 
ting into the field first, but the unions 
strength as shown to-day is remarkable, 
and the blow which was dealt to-night was 
a ralyzing one. 

he restaurant strike to-day sent thcu- 
sands to-night to dine in hotels and out- 
of-the-way restaurants. Men and women 
were-in places to-night they never expected 
to enter, and the hotel dining rooms were 
crowded, thousands being turned away 
hungry to search for dinners elsewhere. 
Applications for table board were made at 
hundreds of boarding houses, fn many cases 
without success. 

Employes of three big downtown_restau- 
rants—the Union, Vogelang’s, and King’s— 
also struck at the luneheon hour to-day, 
and left the tables full of hungry and half- 
served patrons. 

The order to walk out was given upon 
refusal of the proprietors to sign the wage 
scale submitted by the union, and it is be- 
lieved it will extend to most of the other 
establishments in the central pertion of the 
cK: **. 

The strike was effected very quickly. 
Within fifteen. minutes after the small 
crowd of union leaders started on their 
rounds the three big places were closed. 
In the dining rooms the ‘waiters doffed 
their aprons, in the kitchens the cooks did 
likewise, while the customers looked on, 
mystifted. ; 

At the height of the midday rush the 
twelve waiters einployed at Potter's res- 
taurant, 41 Congress Street, put down their 
trays, took off their aprons, and walked 
out, 

It was the fourth place to be closed and 
the first of the smaller restaurants in which 
a strike was declared to-day. 
The Union restaurant is the noon-day 
meeting place of several luncheon clubs, 
many city officials being members. To-day 
the members found food but no waiters, 
and after lingering at the side entrance for 
a few minutes, they went elsewhere.

ST. JOHN, N. B., June 4.~Word has just 
reached the city from the little seacoast 
Village of Musquash, about thirty miles 
west of St. John, that forest fires yester- 
day and to-day swept that place, leaving 
but three or four buildings standing. There 
are 200 persons homeless and destitute, and 
the chief industries of the place—Dunn 
Brothers’ pork packing factories and 
Knight’s big sawmill—are in ashes. The 
financial loss will aggregate over $100,000. 

There are thirty-seven buildings in ruins, 
including the manufactories referred to, 
the village store, the Episcopal residence, 
the Catholic Church, four railway bridges, 
and an enormous amount of fine timber 
lands. The blaze swept down upon the 
village with a roar, and many were forced 
to cross the river to escape with their 
lives. All efforts to save buildings were 
futile, and only a few household effects 
were saved. 

Reports from all over the province indi- 
cate that brush and forest fires are rush- 
ing through the woods, and that whole vil- 
lages and communities are in the path of 
the general conflagration. At Piccadilly, in 
Kings County, two elderly women, rs. 
John Linden and Miss Susan Teakles, were 
burned to death by an onrushing fire as 
they vere endeavoring to liberate cattle in 
a field. 

Lumbermen say the most serious damage 
to standing timber has been done by the 
fire that burned over the timber lands 
back of Musquash. This property was 
bought a few years ago by a syndicate, 
which paid over $100,000 for it. 

The coasting steamer Beaver, from Har- 
vey, reports heavy fires all along the 
shores from St. Martins to Mospec. Sev- 
eral of the pilots who have returned from a 
cruise down the bay say the atmosphere 
was so thick during the day it was impos- 
sible to see any distance. 


HALIFAX, N. S., June 4.—Extensive for- 
est fires are burning in all parts of Nova 
Scotia, and hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of timber is being destroyed. 
The rainfall during last month was the 
lightest for May ever known.

SWEPT CAPE COD WOODLAND. 


Flames Reach Within Twenty Miles of 
Boston — Fires in New Hamp- 
shire and Connecticut. 


BOSTON, June 4.—For the first time in 
many years the density of the smoke from 
forest fires produced a pronounced yellow 
atmosphere here to-day. The sun was 
visible, but it had no more power through 
the smoky pall than on a cloudy day. When 
the sun set last night it had the appear- 
ance of a copper ball, but to-day the hue 
was changed to a fiery red. The smoke 
was sufficiently dense to cause discomfort 
to those having sensitive throats and eyes. 

It is forty-seven days since rain in any 
appreciable amount has fallen in this sec- 
tion, and during that time the losses from 
forest fires in New England have agerec- 
gated at least $1,000,000. Hundreds 0! acres 
of woodlands are still burning within 
twenty miles of Boston, and on Cape Cod 
yesterday fully 5,000 acres, including sev- 
eral buildings, were consumed. This fire 
Was under control to-day and 200 men are 
guarding the line. 

Reports from all c.er New England, 
except from the southeast section, state 
that thousands of acres are being burned 
over, and in many cases buildings have 
been destroyed. The losses the great 
lumber regions of Northern New E£ng- 
land have been particularly severe, the big 
lumber companies having had to detalt 
hundreds of men to fight the flames.

BURLINGTON, Vt., June 4.—At Ripton 
to-day 4,000 acres of virgin forest, owned 
by Col. Joseph Battell, has been reached by 
forest fires, and it is feared that great de- 
struction will be done.

They were sur- 
rounded by fire before they had time to get 
off the mountain. In this county the 
heaviest loser is S. H. Weston, who has 
had nearly 800 acres of land burned 
over. No estimate of the total loss can be 
given at présent.

MANCHESTER, N. H., June 4.—Forest 
fires annually occasion some loss in New 
Hampshire, but never has there been any- 
thing equal to the present devastation.

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FOREST FIRES MAKE. 
THE CITY MISERABLE 


“Yellow Day” Like That of 1881 
from Pall of Smoke. 


No Rain or Wind in Sight, and Only 
These Can Give Relief—Surround- 
Ing Regions Suffer. 


. 

The northerly and northwesterly winds 
that prevailed in this section of the coun- 
try on Wednesday are responsible for the 
strange atmospheric conditions that made 
yesterday a ‘yellow day,” such as an- 
noyed New Yorkers away back in 1881 and 
again, in lesser degree, in 1894, not to 
mention other occasions years and years 
ago. Tuesday afternoon when the sun 
went down it looked like a ball of red fire. 
It was the approach of the smoke from the 
forest fires that gave it that appearance. 
Yesterday when it disappeared nobody in 
this city saw it, so dense was the pall of 
Smoke from the forest fires to the north 
that had settled down over the city and 
vicinity. 

It can be said that not since the famous 
“ yellow day " in September, 1881, has such 
& condition prevailed in this city. From the 
Battery to the city line beyond the Bronx, 
and from the Hudson to the outmost parts 
of Brooklyn, the whole city looked as if it 
were enveloped ‘in a regular Newfoundland 
fog. On Broadway it was impossible to see 
more than a dozen blocks, while along the 
water front the Jersey coast and the Long 
Island shore were as completely shut off 
from the vision as if they had never ex- 
isted. On the Battery only the dimest 
outlines of Governors and Ellis Isl- 
ands could be seen, while Staten Island 
was as completely hidden as if it were in 
the mid-Atlantic. In Central Park life was 
made miserable for driver and pedestrian, 
and the grass and flowers there looked as 
if they had been daubed with yellow paint, 


owing to the peculiar reflection due to the 
smoke. 


Before one had been in the open five 
minutes the smarting of the eyes was all 
the proof needed that it was smoke, and 
not fog, that had settled over New York. 
There were also unpleasant sensations both 
in the nostrils and tbroat. Everywhere 
could be detected the odor of resin. On 
every street, in the elevated and surface 
cars, in fact, in most of the buildings 
everybody was rubbing eyes or trying to 
Sneeze out some of the smoky particles. 

There were thousands of people in the 


city who at first found it impossible to ac- 
count for the peculiar situation. In City 
Hull Park, where a tolerably wide sweep 
of the city may be had, men and women 
would stop every now and then in order to 
take a good look and see where the sup- 
posed fire was. Then, when no sign of a 
fire could be seen, they would conjecture 
that it Was something else that was wrong 
and begin to ask each other questions. 
About that time somebody who had been 
keeping track of the fires In the mountains 
of New York and New England would come 
along and explain what the matter was. 

Dense as was the pall of smoke at noon, 
it was denser at sunset, and as there was 
hardly any wind and no sign of rain there 
was little hope that it would percentibly 
diminish during the night. Yesterday the 
wind—that is, what blew intermittently— 
was from the northeast. However, it was 
not strong enough to drive the smoke 
away from New York, and the result was 
that the accumulation of Wednesday night 
remained all day and was still here last 
night. 


la the rivers and the bay the chief sign 
that something was wrong was the inces- 
8ai.t tooting of tug, ferryboat, and steam- 
boat whistles. Tugs moved about the har- 
bor with the greatest caution, constantly 
sounding their sirens to warn other craft 
of their approach. Ferryboats in many in- 
stances ran far behind schedule time, while 
transatiantic and coastwise liners proceed- 
ed at only about half the usual speed. The 
French liner Savoie, which sailed for 
Havre, was one of ‘the liners that got 
away before the smoke became practically 
impenetrable for any distance. 

The drought that has continued for al- 
most two months is the prime cause of the 
numerous forest fires reported during the 
last few days. As a result of all this dry- 
ness, the woods in the mountains of New 
York and in the States of New England 
are as dry as powder. Unless there is a 
heavy rain or a high wind, New Yorkers 
are not Hable to be able to notice any 
change for the better in the prevailing con- 
ditions. At least that is what Weather 
Forecaster Emory said yesterday. 

“This 1s what we may properly call a 
real ‘ yellow day',’’ continued Mr. Emory, 
‘and unless there is a great change in 
weather conditions very shortly, I fear we 
will have to grin and bear it for some time 
to come. There is very little fog, if any, in 
the murky atmosphere that enshrouds the 
city. The whole thing is undoubtedly due } 
to the smoke from forest fires in New Eng- | 
land and this State. 

‘** Wednesday the winds that prevailed | 
hereabout were from the north and north- 
west, and as the wind was very brisk it 
did not require very long for the smoke to 
get to us. The reports show that many 
forest fires are raging in the Catskills and 
Adirondacks, and in the Maine and New 
Hampshire woods. 

“Other prevalent conditions do not im- 
prove the situation. For over seven weeks 
we have been without rain, and even if the 
fires did not exist the atmosphere would ! 
be somewhat clouded owing to the great } 
amount of dust from country roads, &c. 
Add to this the smoke from the great fires 
in other sections of this part of the coun- 
try and the situation is explained. 

‘‘No, I cannot give out any favorable 
news as to how long we can expect the 
smoke to last. A good, heavy rain would 
do a lot toward clearing, the atmosphere. 
If we do not get that a strong. stiff wind 
would not be out of place. To-day the wind 
is from the northeast, and blowing at a 
very slow rate, in fact, it can almost be } 
said to be stationary. Under present con- 
ditions, therefore, we can offer very little 
hope for an early improvement.in the sit- 

! 


uation,” 

As yellow as was the day in Greater New 
York yesterday, reports from the surround- 
ing country show that the situation was 
just as serious there as here. On Long Is!- 
and a number of destructive forest fires 
were reported to be raging. 

From New Jersey several reports of burn- 
ing forests were also received. Along the 
Ridgeway Branch of the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey several fires are raging, 
rendering the air so thick with smoke as 
to obscure the sun completely. 

Not only did the smoke enshroud the 
land, but it extended far out to sea as well. 
Asbury Park, Atlantic City, Ocean Grovo, 
Point Pleasant, and other coast resorts re- 
pcerted the ocean invisible except for a 
short distance, while the marine observers 
at Fire Island, Sandy Hook, and other ob- 
servation stations found it impossible to 
sight incoming and outgoing vessels for 
any considerable distance, even with the 
aid of the most powerful marine glasses. 


CITY’S OTHER “ YELLOW DAYS.” 


One Was in 1781, and Another Was a 
Century Afterward. 


Yesterday was not the first “ yellow | 
day" by any means in the history of New 
York City. Away back in 1781 one oc- 
curred that if the records left are correct 
was just as bad, if not worse, than that of 
yesterday. On that occasion many people 
in New York thought the judgment day 
had come, while others not so superstitious 
found it impossible to explain satisfactorily 
the phenomeron, 

One hundred years later, in 1881, came 
the famous “yellow day,"’ with which New 
Yorkers are a Jot more familiar. On that 
cecasion the atmosphere was thoroughly 
impregnated with forest fire smoke as it had 
been a century before. The prime cause of 
so many fires in the woodlands on that oc- 
casion was due, as it is to-day, to the 
drcught that had prevailed in this section 


of the country. Again in 1894 there were 
a great many forest fires in this ard neigh- 
boring States, and on that occasion the 
atmosphere again charged to a “ yellow 
color,’ with all the annoying accompani- 
nents of sich happenirgs. 

That smoke often travels thousands of 
miles before being absorbed ts abundantly 
proved by history, At the time of the 
reat Chicago fire there were also many 
orest fires reported throughout the coun- 
try, and_two weeks later vessels arriving 
at New York reported the presence of the 
smoke as far out as the mid-Atlantic. The 
smoke and ashes trcm the eruption of the

LONG ISLAND FIRES SPREAD. 

SAYVILLE, L. I., June 4.—The fire in the 
vicinity of Brentwood spread to the east~- 
ward to-day and swept the whole Jength of 
the west side of Lake Ronkonkoma. Two 
buildings were destroyed. One was 4 
wooden house on the property owned by 
N. A, Metzner of Long Island City. This 
building was near the lake shore. The 


main structure.on the property was saved 
by fire fighters, 

To the southward the flames consumed an 
unoccupied factory built by a syndicate of 
Manhattan. It stood close to an abandoned 
flag station of the Long Island Railroad. 

Hundreds of men and boys have been 
battling with the flames all day, and many 
buildings have been saved by them. 


EASTPORT, L, I., June 4.—Several de- 
structive forest fires are raging on_ the 
south side between Amityville and Hast- 
port to-day. The sun is obscured by the 
ense smoke trom the blazing timber. The 
drought that has now lasted two months 
has rendered the woods as dry as tinder, 
and all efforts to check the progress of the 
flames have been futile. Miles of woodland 
have been devastated, hundreds of foxes, 
quail, and rabbits destroyed, and scores of 
houses threatened. The inhabitants are 
praying for rain, as only a copious down- 
peur can bring relief. 


NEW JERSEY FOREST FIRES. 


Farmers Fight the Flames at Various 
Points and the Smoke Ob- 
scures the Sun, 


Special to The New York Times. 

RED BANK, N. J., June 4.—Forests be- 
tween Pine Brook and Colt’s Neck, seven 
miles west of here, are on fire. They are 
mostly pine timber, and on account of the 
drought they are burning like so much 
punk. The pine woods south of Eatontown 
are also on fire, and, as there are several 
small settlements scattered throughout that 
belt of woodland, there is great fear lest 
the flames reach the houses. 

The farmers have formed companies of 
fire fighters and are doing their utmost to 
keep the flames from spreading. The smoke 
is so thick here that the sun has been ob- 
secured all day. 


MOUNT HOLLY, N. J., June 4.—A forest 
fire is raging along the Ridgeway Branch of 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, be- 
tween Lakehurst and Lakewood. For many 
miles the air ig thick with smoke, and at 
Whiting, New Lisbon, and other places it 
is almost blinding. 

The flames are making rapid progress, and 
thus far all attempts to stop their spread 
have been unsuccessful. Parties of men 


have been dispatched on trains to fight the 
flames. The woods are so dry from the 
long drought that a spark from a locomo- 
tive is apt to start a tremendous blaze. 


BELVIDERE, N. J., June 4,—Fierce fires 
are burning in Warren County at different 
points and much uneasiness is felt among 
the farmers close by. Much valuable tim- 
ber land has been destroyed. The sky has 
become very dark owing to the great vol- 
ume of smoke. There are also several fires 
along the line of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
below and above this place. 


JAMESBURG, N, J., June 4,—This place 
is in no danger from forest fires, as New 
Brunswick supposed. This morning smoke 
from the big fire which is burning down 
toward Lakewood pee through the vil- 
lage, and those who sought to escape it 
found that no matter where they went they 
encountered smoke. The report spread that 
the fire was much nearer than it was. New 
Brunswick was unduly excited over the 
matter. 


VINELAND, N. J., June 4.—Fire has 
burned over several hundred acres of wood- 
land near Richland and there are several 
other smaller fires burning in various direc- 
tions from this place. The smoke pall here 
was very dense. 


DOVER, N. J., June 4.—A forest fire of 
considerable size is burning in the Dover 


mountains and adding to the smoke cloud, 
but no buildings are as yet in danger. 


COTTAGERS FORCED TO RETREAT. 


Word Received in New York That 
Keene Valley Was Not Habitable. 


Frederick H. Comstock of 36 Wall Street, 
whose wife and family a few days ago left 
here for their Summer home in the Keene 
Valley, heard yesterday morning from 
Elizabethtown, a village a dozen miles dis- 
tant from the colony where his cottage is, 
that the Keene Valley fires were so danger- 
ous that further advance was not advisable. 

Adjoining the estate of Mr, Comstock is 
that of Dr. Charles Laight of this city, and 
Mr. Comstock heard through his family 
that Dr. Laight was forced to leave his cot- 
tage at 1 o'clock this morning and drive to 
Elizabethtown with his wife and children, 

From a number of other places reports 
came yesterday that cottages of New 


sorkers were threatened, among them those 
of Col, Willis L. Ogden, President of the 
Civil Service Commission, and _ Charles 
Notman of the firm of Phelps, Dodge & 
Co. of 99 John Street. 

The private reports received yesterday 
showed that Moonmark Mountain, at the 
head of Keene Valley, had been burned 
over, and that twenty miles of timber lands 
had been burned over by a fire which 
started near New Russia. 


PEAT BOG IS BURNING. 
New York City’s smoke pall is partly fur- 
nished by a peat fire that has been burning 
in Train's Meadow, near Jackson Avenue, 


Queens Borough, for three days. 

The meadows are sunken lots which are 
usually nothing but a bog. The long-con- 
tinued dry spell has absorbed all the water, 
and the rushes dried up and in some manner 
took fire. At their base there was a layer 
of several inches of half decomposed stalks 
of the growth of other years, which were 
comparitively dry. These are now afire, 
and smoke is pouring out in clouds. In 
places the fire has extended six or seven 
inches under the surface. 


Fog Signals on the Sound. 
MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., June 4,—All 
the fog signals along the Westchester 
shore and out in the Sound are going to- 
night as if it was a fog and not smoke 
that hung over the water. 


FISHERMEN FLEE FROM FLAMES.

MONTREAL, June 4.—Some wealthy 
American fishermen, who frequent the re- 


gion between Lake St. John and Quebec, 
have had to run for their lives from the 
forest fires. Some who were camping near 


the lake had a race with death, and even 
when they were safely on board of the train 


+ had all sorts of escapes. 


A party, consisting of W. Donaldson, T. 
H. Hisley, and Judge A. B. Task of Harris- 


burg, Penn., who were camping near Lake 


Edwards, had an exciting experience, and 
the Judge said that, although he had seen 
some fires in the West in days gone by, 
they could not equal those through which 
he had qvat passed.

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RAID ON MEN SKID 
TO AID POOLROOMS 


Capt. Dooley Finds Telephone Book 
with 73 Subscribers. 


Manager of the Place Says His Business 
Is Legitimate—Raid Said to Have 
Prevented Poolrooms from 
Hearing Result of Sixth 
Gravesend Race. 


Police Capt. Dooley of the Bedford Ave- 
nue Station, Brooklyn, with his detectives, 
Masterson, Reynolds, and Owen, late yes- 
terday afternoon went to the second floor 
of 45 Broadway, Williamsburg, and arrest- 
ed Joseph Farrell, twenty-six years old, 
of 12 Columbia Street, Manhattan; Will- 
jam Kramer, thirty-five years old, of 410 
Gates Avenue, Brooklyn; William Harvey, 
twenty years old, of 135 Perry Street, 
Brooklyn, and William West, twenty-eight 


a ab old, cf 154 Nostrand Avenue, Brook- 
yn. 

The Captain says he found the men tele- 
phoning the result of the fifth race at 
Gravesend to the poolrooms of Brooklyn, 
Manhattan, and the Bronx from six tele- 
phones arranged upon one long table. At 
the station house he charged them with 
violation of Section 851 of the Penal Code 
pertaining to poolrooms, furnishing racing 
information, poolroom material, &c. 

The Captain went back and searched the 
place, He found on the table racing sheets, 
racing charts, and more important than 
all, a private telephone book of seventy- 
three subscribers, all of whom, he says, 


are believed to be poolrooms since many 
or the places have been under suspicion for 
some time, 

Fifty of the addresses were in Brooklyn, 
a few in Coney Island, and the others in 
various parts of Manhattan and the Bronx. 
The list will be sent to Police Headquarters 
in the morning, and every one of the places 
will be visited and thoroughly looked into. 

Farrell, according to Capt. Dooley, ad- 
mitted that he was the manager of the 
place, and that he furnished information 
to poolrooms, the start and finish of races, 
the form of the horses, and all other mat- 
ters of interest to the bettor. 

He insisted that this was a legitimate 
business, and denounced the action of the 
police in arresting him and his assistants 
and raiding the place as an outrage. Du- 
bois and Marryatt, he sald, were the pro- 
prietors of the place, and employed him 
and his fellow-prisoners. 

The Brooklyn police consider this one of 
the most important arrests in connection 
with poolrooms ever made in that borough 
or Manhattan, and at a late hour Capt. 
Dooley was still prosecuting a vigorvus 
search for other private lists of subscrip- 
ers, but sald he did not know whether azy 
existed. 

One effect of the raid was said to be that 
poolrooms on those wires failed to get the 
results of the sixth race. 

The prisoners secured bail and will be 
arraigned before Magistrate Higginbotham 
in the Lee Avenue Court, Brooklyn, this 
morning. 


SUIT OVER A LEGAL WORK. 


Judge Toney Says His Letters to His 
Son Were Reproduced in It With- 
out Authority.

CHICAGO, June 4.—The “Letters of 
Judge Toney to His Son" are the basis of 
a suit filed in the United States Circuit 
Court to-day, and the men into whose 
hands the letters fell will be compelled to 
pay for the privilege of publishing them if 
the complainant's bill is granted. 

Judge Sterling B. Toney of Louisville, 
Ky., is the plaintiff, and the defendants are 
Willlam T. Hughes of Colorado, who is 
said to have appropriated the letters, and 
the members of the firm of Callahan & Co., 
114 Monroe Street, Chicago, who published 
the letters. 

In 1901 Judge Toney's son, then twenty- 
one years of age, was a student in the law 
department at the University of Colorado. 
To help the young man in his studies, his 
father, who for eighteen years has been 
Chancellor of the Circuit Court of Jeffer- 
s0n County, Ky., prepered a series of pri- 
vate notes on the law of contract. These 
notes were based on the Judge's long ex- 
perience as a lawyer end jurist, and were 
gent to the son at short intervals, in the 
form of letters. 

In the following Summer the studeai 
formed the acquaintance of Wiiliam ‘7. 
Hughes, who was a lawyer of Boulder, Col. 
Hughes iearned the existence of the letters 
and requested to be allowed to read them. 
The request was granted, and Hughes kept 
the letters the greater part of the year. 

Several months ago, when a new legal 
work was issued from the press of Calla- 
han & Co. entitled, ‘Hughes on Contracts,” 
a copy fell into the hands of Judge Toney, 
and he was surprised to find that his let- 
ters to his son had been reproduced. 

Judge Toney says he wrote to Hughes 
asking whether he had caused the borrowed 
notes to be published, and that Hughes 
replied in the affirmative. Judge Toney 
believes a large edition of the work has 
been published, and asks that a statement 
of the profits be submitted to the court, 
and that an injunction be issued restrain- 
ing Callahan & Co. from further publication 
of the book. 


FLYWHEEL CAUSES PANIC. 


Oiler Dangerously Scalded and 800 Em- 
ployes Escape Through Steam. 


A large flywheel in the engine room of 
the New York Glucose Works, at Shady 
Side, N. J., came off yesterday morning 
while running at full speed, and crashed 
through the brick wall of the room and 
continued on for thirty feet ouside the 


building before it toppled over. In its 


course it hit the main steampipe, which 
burst. 

Michael Coler, an oller, was probably 
fatally scalded. He was taken to a Ho- 
boken Hospital. After the accident the en- 
tire plant was filled with steam, and there 
was a panic among the 800 employes, who 
escaped through the windows and down the 
fire escapes. 

The plant will be closed down the remain- 


der of the week to permit of repairs.

Crowd Witnesses Desperate Act of 
Actress in Nightdress. 


While hundreds of persons were waiting 


at the transfer station at Fifty-ninth Street 
and Lexington Avenue about 7:30 o'clock 
last night, or passing on their way to thea- 
tres and music halls, Ada Mason, twenty- 
four years old, an actress, who gave her 
address as 110 East Fifty-seventh Street, 
climbed out of a window of the second floor 
of John Moje’s hotel, at the southeast cor- 
ner, and, clad in her night dress, jumped 
to the sidewalk. 

In her ascent she knocked down Daniel 
Nofis, a bootblack who has his stand out- 
side the café. She landed on her side, 
breaking two ribs, cutting her stgot leg, 
and badly bruising her body generally. The 
horrified crowd rushed to pick her up, and 
somebody summoned an ambulance from 
Flower Hospital. Dr. Ekings, who arrived 
with it, had some difficulty in keeping her 
in the vehicle, for she became violent, 

‘* I'm disgusted with life!’ she screamed, 
“What's the use? I'm sick of it! Lemmie 
has thrown me down!” 

At the hospital it was said that she was 
a victim of alcoholism, 

Charles Schumacher, a broker, lives at 
110 Bast Fifty-seventh Street with his 
family. It was denied there last night that 
the woman lived there, or that she was 
known to them. She had been at Moje's 
hotel for two days. 


ALLEGED BEGGARS ARRESTED. 


Well-Dressed Brothers Said to Have 
Troubled Persons of Wealth. 


Brothers, who described themselves as 
Albert C. Richards, a nurse, of 362 Bowery, 
and Frank R. Richards, forty-five years 
old, of 946 Columbus Avenue, were locked 
up in the East Fifty-first Street Station 
last night, charged with vagrancy. The po- 
lice say they are persistent beggars, about 
whom many complaints have come from 
wealthy persons. 

Policeman G. W. Barry of the Charity 
Organization squad saw a well-known man 
approached by Albert C. Richards in front 
of the Yale Club, at 30 West Forty-fourth 
Street, last evening. Barry asked if any 
money had passed and was informed it 
had. He then arrested Richards. 


In the station house Detective Heany 
said he recognized Richards as a man ar- 
rested for vagrancy Dec. 30 and arraigned 
before Magistrate Barlow in Yorkville 
Court. He said a well-dressed man told 
the Magistrate he was the risoner’s 
brother, and would take care of him. Mag- 
istrate Barlow was impressed by the ap- 
pearance of the man and discharged the 
prisoner. Heany said he saw the two men 
afterward on Fifth Avenue apparently 
begging. 

As Heany finished his story he looked 
out of the doorway and then rushed into 
the street, shouting: 

‘“*There he is now!” 

Heany seized a well-dressed man who 
had been looking into the station house. 
He described himself as Frank R. Richards. 

Barry said that according to the Charity 
Organization Society the men’s real names 
are Frank R. Bishop and Albert B. Bishop. 
They carry themselves well, are well be- 
haved in manners, and have every appear- 
ance of being men of respectability. 


FOUND AN ALIEN ON A JURY. 


Inquest Into the Death of James Irving 
Interrupted. 


Coroner Brown yesterday had all but 
completed an inquest in the case of James 
Irving, who was killed on May 10, when 
the proceedings were nullified by the dis- 
covery that at least one of the jurymen 
was not a citizen of the United States. 

Samuel Hoffman, a tailor of 109 West 
Twenty-fifth Street, said he had taken out 
his first papers, but knew he had no right 
to sit on a jury. 

“‘I did not know what I was doing when 
I raised my hand to be sworn in,” said Mr. 
Hoffman last night. ‘'It was all done so 


quickly. When I realized it I told one of 
the clerks that I was not a citizen. He told 
me it was too late then and that I would 
have to sit anyway.” 

Mr. Hoffman said that the clerk men- 
tioned the circumstance to the Coroner 
during the noon recess, with the result that 
the jury was dismissed when the court re- 
convened. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 


GADSDEN, Ala., June 4.—The mill of the 
Kyle Lumber Company, the largest in 
North Alabama, was destroyed by fire last 
night. Loss, $50,000. 

CAMDEN, N. J., June 4.-—Fire of un- 
known origin to-day destroyed the plant of 
the Atlantic Window Glass Company at 
Magnolia, N. J., with a loss of about $60,- 
000. The plant consisted of five buildings, 
which combined to make the second largest 
glass works in the United States. The com- 
pany employed 200 hands. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, June 4.—Another de- 
structive fire took place here early to-day, 
when the sash and door factory and planing 
mills of Messrs. Davidson and Thackeray, 
the printing and lithographic establishment 
of Mortimer & Co., the paint shop of P. 
Stewart, a vacant store on Sparks Street, 
and about ten dwelling houses on Queen 
Street were burned to the ground. The loss 
is estimated at about $400,000. 


Report of Asphalt Trust Sale. 

TRENTON, N. J., June 4.—Henry Tat- 
nall, receiver for the Asphalt Company of 
America, this evening filed in the United 
States Court a report following the recent 
sale of the company’s assets. Mr. Tatnall 
sets out that the assets have been turned 
over to the General Asphalt Company, as- 


signee of the nominal purchaser. Mr. Tat- 
nall says that all claims against the sale 


had been liquidated, and that there remains 
$89,577,906 to be divided pro rata among 
those holders of gold certificates of the 
Asphalt Company of America who did not 
deposit their certificates with the commit- 
tee that had in charge the reorganization 
of the company.

When Senator Hanna called the conven- 
tion to order this morning, prayer was of- 
fered by the Rev. James Poindexter, pastor 
of the colored Baptist Church. 

Before the convention assembled M. M. 
Boothman withdrew fer Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor and promised to present Mr. Hard- 
ing’s name, so that there was no contest 
for any nominations of general interest or 
importance. This good-will of the peace- 
makers was shown in the early proceed- 
ings, especially in the speech of Senator 
Foraker in complimenting Senator Hanna. 


SENATOR FORAKER’S ADDRESS. 


After the report of the Committee on 
Permanent Organization Senator Hanna in- 
treduced Senator Foraker as the permanent 
Chairman, and he was received with great 
enthusiasm. He spoke as follows: 

“This is Hanna’s year. Yesterday was 
in an especial sense Hanna’s day, and he 
improved it to the utmost. -[Laughter.] He 
made our keynote speech, and I do not 
hesitate to say it was one of the best I 
ever heard in any convention. It Was so 
complete that it leaves nothing for any- 
body .else to say. [{Laughter.] 

“I intend, gentlemen, to content myself 
with thanking you for the honor of presid- 
ing over your deliberations and briefly 
with reminding you that we have three 
great duties before us to discharge, all of 
them important and serious, but easy to 
perform. 

“In the first place, we have the duty of 
nominating here to-day and electing next 
November Myron T. Herrick to be Gov- 
ernor of Ohio.

As America’s part in preserving the peace of 
the world, we inderse the Republican policy of 
developing the United States Navy to the high- 
est efficiency, and we favor every encouragement 
possible to our merchant mane in the extension 
of American commerce in American ships upon 
every sea. 

The protective tariff policy of the Republican 
Party has made the United States the greatest 
industrial nation, astonished the world with thé 
tremendous development -of our boundless re- 
sources; has added vastly to our foreign corm- 
merce, has greativy increased the prosperity of 
the farmer, and has advaneed American labor 
to the best scale of living ever attained.

Herrick arrived he received a stirring greet- 
ing and made his speech of acceptance. 

During the week there had been a lively 
contest between the followings of State 
Senator Harding and Mr. Boothman for 
second place on the ticket, but when Sen- 
ator Hanna refused to take action the lat- 
ter withdrew and presented the name of Mr. 
Harding. who is editor of The-Marion Star. 
He was nominated with as much unanimity 
as was Mr. Herrick for Governor. Capt. 
Nutt, another candidate for this place, did 
as Mr. Douglas had done, in moving to 
make the nomenntion unanimous. Mr. Hard- 
ing accepted in a stirring speech. 

Nominations by acclamation were stopped 
and the fight on so-called “ third-termers "’ 
began when ’. A, Irwin presented the 
name of Col. Meiville M. Gillette of Newark 
for Staite Auditor and Representative Rob- 
ert M. Nevin presented the name of Walter 
D. Guilbert of Caldwell for renomination. 
The largest counties all* voted solidly for 
Mr» Guilbert, who has been in that office 
eight years as deputy and eight as Auditor, 
in all sixteen years, and he was nominated 
for another term of four years, receiving 
{735 votes to 138 for Gillette. The nomination

WOMEN TO AID REFORMERS. 


R. Fulton Cutting Asks the Municipal 
League to See That the Men 
Register. 


R. Fulton Cutting. President of the Citl- 
zens’ Union, was the principal speaker at 
the last meeting of the Woman's Municipal 
League before Fall, at the City Club, 19 
West Thirty-fourth Street, yesterday, his 
topic being ‘‘ How to Prepare for the Com- 
ing Campaign,” Miss M. A. Chanler, the 
President of the league, called the meeting 
to -order. 

Mr. Cutting declared the present to be the 
best City Government New York ever had, 
and said that the outlook is bright this Fall 
for a second successive victory of the re- 
form movement, a happening which he 
quofed Richard Croker as having said could 
never be. 

*““We look to the women to throw into 
this campaign sentiment—their senti- 
ment,” he said. ‘ Your help will be of 
great importance to us. You do not know 
how much the moral issue can do. Mr 
Cutting said that it is his suggestion that 
a “letter of sentiment,"’ signed by women 
prominent in social life, should be circulated 
through the newspapers shortly before the 
opening of registration. 

He closed with a denounciation of Tam- 
many Hall, in the course of which he said 
of Mr. Croker: *‘ He is not a politician; 
he is a plunderer.”’ 

Miss Chanler then expressed herself in 
favor of such letters as Mr. Cutting wished, 
and pleaded earnestly with her hearers to 
come buck from the country early, so that 
the men would be able to enter more active- 
ly into the campaign. “J 

Thomas A. Fulton, Secretary_of the Citi- 
zens’ Union, quoted President Roosevelt as 
saying that he had been helpéd more in 
shaping his political ideas by Arthur Von 
Briesen and Jacob Riis than by any other 
two men. Mr. Fulton cited this as a sub- 
ject for reflection that two foreigners could 
teach such a lesson in Americanism. He 
advocated laboring men in the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Other speakers were Mrs, Charles Russell 
Lowell,and Mrs. Stanton Blatch. The meet- 
ing closed with a general discussion of mu- 
nicipal matters, the prevailing note of 
which was entire satisfaction with the ex- 
isting administration. 


QUEENS CARNEGIE LIBRARIES. 


Borough Trustees Decide Each Building 
Shall Cost $30,000. 


The committee o? the Queens Borough 
Library Trustees in charge of the erection 
of the Carnegie libraries in Queens Bor- 
ough has decided that each library shall 
cost $30,000. The committee had $240,000 
at its disposal. The city authorities. in- 
tended three buildings should be erected, 
each to cost $80,000. The Queens Trustees 
decided that three buildings would not be 
sufficient, as they would be so far apart 
as to be useless. 

It was at first planned that $55,000 should 
be set aside for the central building in As- 
toria, $35,000 for one in Flushing, $35,000 
for one in Jamaica, $20.000 for one in Col- 
lege Point, and $20,000 for that at Far 
Rockaway. Plans were adopted for the 
buildings at Astoria, Far Rockaway, and 
College Point. The estimates were ob- 
tained from builders. These estimates were 
opened, and it was found that the builders 
wanted from $5,000 to $15,000 more for their 
work than was avatllable. 

The Trustees then decided to make each 
building cost $80,000. One set of plans is 
to be drawn for all of the structures. The 
buildings will be almost devoid of orna- 
mentation. 
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APPEAL IN MOULTON BET CASE. 


Argument Heard to Reverse Lower 
Court’s Verdict for Bookmaker. 


Raymond P. Moulton’s appeal from the 
decision of Justice Murray of the Municipal 
Court, in the action brought by him against 
the Westchester Racing Association for the 
recovery of $50 lost as a bet, was argued 
before the Appellate Term of the Supreme 
Court yesterday. Moulton bet his money 
on Squid Oct. 11 last and the horse lost. 
The money was bet with William J. Tor- 
pie, the bookmaker, and Moulton then be- 
gan action to recover the sum lost on the 
ground that the betting ring is permitted 
by the Racing Association and that the lat- 
ter, therefore, becomes liable for losses 
sustained. In this he was overruled by 
the Mudicipal Court, which ordered a ver- 
dict for the association, 

From this verdict the appeal was taken. 
On the trial of the action the witnesses 
examined included August Belmont, Rob- 
ert A. Pinkerton, Peter De Lacy, and John 
G. Cavanagh. Benjamin Steinhardt argued 
vesterday’s appeal for Moulton and De 
Lancey Nicoll for the defendants. Decision 
was reserved. 


JOHN FITZGERALD DROWNED. 


Body of Missing Brooklyn Man Found in 
the East River. 


The body of IJchn Fitzgerald, a member 
of the boiler making firm of D. Ahern & 
Co. at 263 South Street, Manhattan, who 
disappeared from the home of his family, 55 
South Third Street, Williamsburg, on Dec. 
6, was found yesterday in the East River 
at the foot of Freemen Street by some men 
working on the dock. 

When Fitzgerald left the office of the 
firm he went to a bonk to withdraw funds 
to pay off the employes of the shop. He 
returned with the money and placed it in 
the safe.

| MILLERS FOR RECIPROCITY 
Declaration to That Effect by the 
Detroit Convention. 


Appeal to President Roosevelt to Use 
His Influence to Help the American 
Flour Manufacturing Industry. 


DETROIT, June 4.—The Millers’ National 
Federation, which is in conyention here, 
this afternoon adopted a resolution de- 
manding the speedy adoption by the Na- 
tional Government of a broad, liberal, and 
comprehensive policy of genuine reciproc- 
ity. The resolutions are as follows: 

“Whereas, Extension of foreign markets 
afford the most feasible, if not the only 
practical, solution of the grave difficulties 
which now confront the American flour 
manufacturing industry, 

“Resolved, That necessity now compels 
the flour milling industry as a whéle to 
demand the speedy adoption by the Na- 
tional Government of a broad, liberal, and 


comprehensive policy of genuine reciproci- 


ty, one of the results of which will be the 
equalization of the import duties upon 
American wheat and flour by all importing 
courtries, and thereby securing the Amer- 
ican miller entrance to a large number of 
important foreign markets from which he 
is now effectually excluded, and, 

** Be it further resolved, That we strongly 
recomimend that each individual member, 
irrespective of party affiliations, shall 
bring such constant pressure to bear upon 
his local Congressional representative, the 
United States Senators from his State, and 
ail future candidates for National office as 


will commit them unequivocally to the fur- 
therance of these measures, both by voice 
and vote, 

‘Resolved, That we especially and most 
strongly fayor the fullest possible measure 
of reciprocity between the United States 
and the Dominion of Canada, the nearest 
and nexf to the largest foreign market for 
American products and manufactures, and 
that in view of the early reassembling of 
the Joint High Commission the following 
memoria’ be forwarded to the President of 
the Unitec States: 

“The Millers’ National Federation, as- 
sembled in mass convention at Detroit, 
Mich., represents a manufacturing indus- 
try embracing upward of 10,000 separate 
establishments, having a combined annual 
production of over $500,000,000 and Involving 
a labor expenditure of over $20,000,000. 

“This industry is the one conspicuous ex- 
ception to the otherwise universal manu- 
facturing prosperity. 

“ Existing conditions are largely due to the 
exclusion of American flour from many impor- 
tant foreign countries. This exclusion results 
from discriminating duties imposed by them 
in favor of wheat and against flour. The 
Government of the United States can, by a 
liberal and comprehensive policy of reci- 
procity with these countries, secure the re- 
moval of this discrimination. The enormous 
and steadily increasing surplus of Cdha- 
dian-grown wheat thrown upon the markets 
of the United Kingdom depreciates prices 
abroad, enables the foreign miller to under- 
sell his American competitor, and lowers 
the selling price of the entire wheat crop 
of the United States. 

“The grinding of this wheat in American 
mills would place the regulatiqn of prices 
in this country, thereby increasing the farm 
value of wheat, securing the larger and 
more steady employment of mill labor, and 
a reasonably profitable return to American 
flour manufacturers.

MASTER BUILDERS ACT. 


Employers’ New Governing Board to 
Supervise All Agreements with 
Mechanics — Whitehall 

. Building Case. 


The condition of affairs at the Whitehall 
Building, on Battery Park, og which work 
has been tied up for ten ate, was given 
yesterday as an instance of abuses which 
the Board of Governors of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association will try to 
remedy. In order to prevent such a state 
of affairs, the Board of Governors has 
adopted the following rule: 

“It is hereby ordered by the Board of 
Governors of the Building Trades Employ- 
ers’ Association that hereafter no associa- 
tion shall sign any agreement or contract 
with their mechanics or other employes 
untll consent be given by this board.” 

On behalf of the contractors for the 
Whitehail Building the following statement 
was made: tas 

“The cstrike started by the engaging of a 


union plumber by the general contractor 
for the building. The master plumber to 
whom the contract was sublet had from 
five to eight men working on the build- 
ins, and, an extra hand being necessary, 
the outside man was employed by the gen- 
eral contractor at union rates. A demand 
was made for his discharge and a strike 
was ordered to enforce it. After two days 
were over the strike was settied, and then 
the ».trikers demanded pay fer waiting time 
for the two days they were out. When this 
was refused there was a general strike of 
all the men, fifty In number, who were 
completing the building. 

“A committee of the Board of Building 
Trades called, and now a demand has been 
made for a perpetual agreement by which 
men can only be supplied through a master 
plumber. This would mean that in a 
small job which might cost $5 or so there 
would be a jot of union red tape, ending 
in three or four men being employed at a 
cost of $50 or $100."" 


BUILDING TRADES TROUBLE. 


Settlement Overtures at a Standstill 
Until the Two Unskilled Labor 
Unions Vote. 


In spite of the.fact that the parks faction 
in the Board of Building Trades was able 
to defeat the proposition to expel the Build- 
ing Material Drivers’ and Building Material 
Handlers’ Unions from the Board of Build- 
ing Trades Wednesday, there was a general 
impression yesterday that the end of the 
building trades deadlock was near. 

Early in .the forenoon ‘the committee 
from the Board of Building Trades which 
tried to get a motion through to expel the 
two unions of unskilled trades, whose de- 
mands for recognition figured largely in 
the present trouble, called at the headquar- 
ters of the Lumber and Building Material 
Dealergy Association to report yesterday. 
All they could do was to report that their 
motion was defeated and to ask for more 
time. If the two unions see fit to retire 
voluntarily from the board in the mean- 
time, then the trouble, will be ended. 

James Sherlock Davis, Chairman of the 
Labor Committee of the Lumber Dealers’ 
Association, said: - 

“The whole matter is now in abey- 
ance. There is nothing for us to do but 
wait. It should be understood, however, 
that we have no idea of unionizing out 
yards on any conditions. We saw the 
committee of the Board of Building Trades 
as a matter of courtesy, and have not a 
word to say about the committee. Matters 


must remain as they are in the meantime, 
until the Board of Building Trades with- 
draws its support of the two unions. The 
action of yesterday left the two unions 
still under the protection of the board.” 


TO FIGHT SUB-CONTRACTORS. 


East Side Speculative Builders Form a 
Protective Association. 


A new style of fight has been started by 
the Builders’ Mutual Protective Associa- 
tion of the City of New York, which was 
incorporated this week under the laws of 
this State. This organization has about 
sixty members, nearlygall speculative build- 
ers, and most of them operating on the 
east side. Henry 8. Perelman is President 
of the association, B. Neiberg Vice Presi- 
dent, Adolph Mamel Treasurer, and Jacob 
Wimpie Secretary. The object of the asso- 
ciation, according to Moses Esberg of Kan- 


trowitz & Esberg, its lawyers, 820 Broad- 
way, is not to protect its members from the 
labor unions so much as to protect them 
ivom sub-contractors, 

‘There is a system,” he said, “‘ by which 
when owners who are also the. builders of 
houses get into any trouble with a sub-con- 
tractor the owner can do nothing with this 
sub-contractor again, and finds it impossible 
tc get another sub-contractor in the same 
trade. When a contract is sub-let and the 
sub-contractor finds that he has under- 
taken the job so cheaply that it cannot pay 
he often drops it. The owner finds it some- 
times impossible to get men to take up 
the contract through this system. The as- 
sociation proposes (0 fight these men with 
their own weapons. In such cases none of 
the members of the association will do any 
mere business with these contractors.’’ 


UNION PACIFIC STRIKE OVER. 


Railroad Company and Machinists 
Reach a Settlement. 


OMAHA, June 4.+The machinists’ strike 
on the Union Pacific system, which has 
continued for more than eleven months, 
Was settled yesterday at a conference be- 


tween President Burt of the railroad. com- 
pany and representatives of the strikers, 
and the 1,000 men who have been on strike 
will return to work next Monday morning. 
The settlement is regarded as a concession 
by both sides to the controversy.

WILKESBARRE, Penn., June 4.—The 
danger of a strike seems to Be already pass- 
ing away, even before the decision of the 
convention of miners, which is to meet in 
Pottsville within ten days.

MITCHELL ON THE OUTLOOK. 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 4.—With regard to 
the probability of a resumption of the 
strike in the anthracite region of Penn- 
Sylvania, President John Mitchell of the 
Mine Workers was unwilling to-day to make 
any statement. Concerning the chief. point 
to the controversy that now ‘seems likely 
to provoke a renewal of hostilities, whether 
or not the men selected by the miners’ or- 
ganization should be members of the Board 
of Conciliation as authorized by the Board 
of Arbitration, he said: 

‘The statement that the question of rec- 
ognizing the United Mine Workers was 
never submitted to the Strike Commission 
is entirely untrue. That was one of tho 
important awards In our favor, the wording 
of it being that ‘the miners’ organization 
(which, of course, ig the United Mine 
Workers) should have three representa- 


tives on the Board of Conciliation, one for 
each district.’ Naturally, I appeared for 
the anthracite coal workers before the 
Strike Commission, but it was as Presi- 
dent of the mine workers that I was per- 
mitted to do so. The argument of District 
President Fahey, in which he says that it 
would be as logical for us to demand that 
each stockholder of the coal companies be 
consulted with regard to the selection of 
the operators’ members of the Board of 
Conciliation as that all the miners in the 
region vote on the men to represent them, 
is very sensible. However, the award of 
the Strike Commission specifically pro- 
vides for that. 

“Tt is true that conditions in the Wyo- 
ming Valley are very bad. Our reports are 
to the effect that the men are compelled 
to work on Sundays, and that in few par- 
ticulars havé the operators lived up to the 
decisions of the Strike Commission. No, I 
do not wish to anticipate the possibilities of 
another strike.’

to Mr. McWade any funds which the char- 
itably inclined people of America may care 
to contribute. Mr. McWade has stated that 
he can use the American and British mis- 
sions to distribute the money to the best 
advantage. 


LONDON, June 5.—Mail advices received 
here frém ‘Hongkong, dated May 5, say 
Goy. Blake had then just received the re- 
port of Mr. Clementi, the British official 
sent into the interior to investigate the fa- 


mine conditions in the two Kwang prov- 
inces. 

Mr. Clementi visited the Governor of 
Kwang-Si,. who reported that upward of 

persons were then in immediate 
want of the necessaries of life, besides a 
number who were badly off. Mr. 
Clementi says he found the people of Tsam- 
Chow, in the vicinity of Wu-Chow, endur- 
ing terrible sufferings. They had sold their 
entire mentons, including their farm 
implements and the water buffalos with 
which they had been accustomed to plow. 
Fi y had then disposed of the tiles from 
houses, and, finally, they had sold 
their daughters, sons, and wives. The 
farmsteads were simply bare walls and 
were empty of everything except a little 
straw used for beds. 

The official adds that the destitution 
must increase until the next rice harvest 
at the end of July. This, happily, promises 
well. The spirit of the people is admirable, 
the farmers yoking themselves to the few 
remaining ows in place of buffalos.

JAPAN’S CAMPHOR MONOPOLY. 


Now to be Extended to the Whole Em- 
* pire—Government Controls the 
Trade of the World. 


LONDON TIMES—NEW YorRK TIMES

LONDON, June 5.—Both houses of the 
Japanese Diet, says the Tokio corre- 
spondent of The Times, have passed a 
bill extending the Formosan camphor 
monopoly to the whole empire. 


Japan, owing to her acquisition of For- 
Mosa, controls the camphor product of the 
world. The Chinese yield has never exceed- 
ed 220,000 pounds, while the yield in For- 
mosa has in recent years averaged over 
6,000,000 pounds. In the rest of Japan the 
annual production is about 300,000 pounds. 

To take full advantage of the situation, 
the Japanese Government four years ago 
placeG the manufacture of Formosan cam- 
phor under its control and made the sale of 
such camphor a monopoly, Its objects 


were, it is said, twofold—increased revenue 
and @ more complete control over the cam- 
phor forests. Japan claimed the Formosan 
forests as the exclusive property of the 
Crown. 

Japan has taken elaborate measures to 

guard the Formosan camphor forests and 
border residents against the attacks of 
savages and to lay out beds of young trees 
in al! the camphor districts. The Govern- 
ment has also forbidden the destruction of 
oung trees, which were formerly cut down 

‘or fuel by the camphor workers. 

Within certain limits the Japanese Gov- 
ernment does not interfere with the manu- 
facture of camphor, but the entire produc- 
tion must be sold to the Government at a 
fixed price, and the Government names the 
maximum’amount to be produced in order 
to prevent the markets being oversupplied. 
Japan has taken measures to raise the 
quality of the Formosan product, which 


has been dirty and oily, giving the er- 
roneous idea abroad that it is inferior to 
Japanese camphor in crystallizing power. 


In March, 1900, tenders were ca)led for 


from firms, Japanese and foreign, desirous 
of obtaining the sole selling agency for 
Formosan camphor, A British firm’s offer 


was the most favorable, and it obtained the 


contract.

THE GERMAN INSURANCE ACT. 


As a Result of It the Equitable Is to 
Stop Taking Fresh Business—Other 
Concerns to Withdraw. 


BERLIN, June 4.—The Equitable Life As- 
surance Society of New York gave notice

stop taking fresh business in Germany on 


June 30. This step is due to the fact that 
under the new imperial insurance law com- 


panies must conform to its provisions or 
retire. The Equitable, with other Amer- 
ican companies, was excluded from doing 
business in Prussia in 1895, but has been 


operating in some of the German States, 
notably the Hanseatic territories. The 
imperial law embraces all the States, 

The Mutual Life Insurance Company of 
New York applied more than a year ago for 
an imperial license, and an immense amount 
of correspondence on the subject has been 
going on since, without any particular re- 
sult, as the Imperial Insurance Office ap- 
pears to see fresh difficulties as soon as 
the old ones are settled, 

The New York Life Insurance Company 
and the Germania Life Insurance Company 
of New York complied with the provisions 
ofthe act. 

Several British and two Scandinavian 
companies will also withdraw from Ger- 
many on June 30. ’

Still Propose to Bring About a General 
Rising—Band of 1,200 Bulgarians 
Said to Have Grossed 
the Frontier. 


LONDON TIMES—NEwW YorK TIMES

LONDON, June 5.—It appears, says 
the Sofia correspondent of The Times, 
that all the chiefs of the “‘ Internal Révo- 
lutionary Organization’ are now assem- 
bled in the mountains near Nevrokop, 
where a military council is being held. 

The design of bringing about a general 
insurrection is still entertained, though 
the date of the projected rising has not 
been fixed. 

The correspondent says the sufferings 
of the people seem to weigh little with 
the revolutionary leaders, whose main 
object is to prevent the possibility of a 
friendly understanding being effected 
between Bulgaria and Turkey. The only 
result of an abortive rising would be the 
slaughter of peasants, with the weaken- 
ing of the Bulgarian element in Mace- 
donia. 


By The Associated Press. — 

SALONIKA, June 4.—There was a re- 
newal of the troubles on the frontier last 
night, 

A band of 1,200 Bulgarians crossed the 
frontier near Djumabaila, and Turkish 
troops encountered another band of twenty 
men north of Petrich, (fifty-three miles 
from Salonika.) Three of the Bulgarians 
were killed and the remainder escaped in 
the darkness, 

If the statement that a band of 1,200 Bul- 
garians has succeeded in crossing the 
Turkish frontier is correct all the reports 
in regard to the effectiveness of the Turkish 
cordon of the horder would seem to be 
baseless. 

An official Turkish announcement to the 
effect that 100 Bulgarian officers and 2,500 
men had crossed into Turkey recently ap- 
poeres. In a dispatch dated May 24 the 
ofia correspondent of T Times said re- 
garding this statement: 

“The statement appeared too ludicrous 
to merit denial in The Times, but as it, has 
been repeated by Hilmi Pasha to your &pe- 
cial correspondent it seems necessary to 
point out Its absurdity.

RUTHLESS SLAUGHTER 
BY BASHI-BAZOUKS. 


Women, Children, and Aged Persons 
Massacred at Smerdesh—Villagers 
Tortured Before Being Slain. 


MONASTIR, May $31.—Horrible details 
are arriving here of the slaughter of the 
inhabitants of the village of Smerdesh by 
Bashi-Bazouks. 

It appears that On the arrival of thé 
Bashi-Bazouks Chakalaroff's band of in- 
surgents withdrew to the mountains with- 
out sustaining any loss. As no rebels were 
left in the village the inhabitants experi-" 
enced no anxiety until suddenly, at sunset, 
the Turks, who had completely surrounded 
the place, commenced a regular bombard- 
ment, whereupon all the villagers assem- 
bled in the streets. Though the artillery 
ceased firing during part of the night, the 
Turkish infantry fired all night long. 

The artillery bombardment was recom- 
menced at daybreak, but as it was inef- 
fective the Turks set fire to the village o 
all sides, and commenced a general mas- 
sacre, slaughtering mercilessly women, 
children, and the aged. About 300 houses 
were burned, and upward of 200 persons, 
mostly women and children, were killed, 
Whole households were put to death. One 
family of seven were slain, and their 
bodies were heaped on the hearth. 

Not a living soul was left in the village. 
The survivors, many of them half burned 
or otherwise injured, fled. Some of the 
fleeing villagers were captured and had 
their ears and noses cut off before they 
were butchered. 

_ The report adds that 1,500 villagers were 
in the mountains, without clothing or food. 
One band of these, consisting of forty wo- 
men and children. was caught by soldiers 


in a ravine, and al) were killed after hor- 


rible treatment. 
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HORSE ATTACKS A JOCKEY. 


Bullman’s Trotter Ravena Seizes Him by 
the Waist and Shakes Him as a 
Dog Does a Rat. 


While Jockey Bullman was rubbing down 
his $500 trotjfer, Ravena, at Sheepshead 
Bay yesterday morning, the animal became 
vicious and attacked him, injuring him so 
severely that it is feared he cannot ride 
for at least a month, 

At about 8 o'clock Bullman, accompanied 
by Hiram Pierce, went to the loose box 
where the horse was kept, intending to take 
him out for a drive. Finding he had not 
been groomed properly Bullman went into 
the stall and commenced rubbing him 
down. He had finished one. side and had 
walked around to the other when Ravena 
seized the ‘jockey by the right side of the 
waist and lifting him off the floor shook 
him as a terrier does a rat, all the time 
whinnying and kicking. Pierce, who had 
been watching the rubbing down, picked up 
a wooden bar, and, jumping into the stall, 
rained blows upon the animal until Ra- 
vena swung around and Bullman slipped 
from his teeth and fell outside the stall. 
Then the horse turned his attention to 
Pierce, and before he could escape man- 
aged to bite him several times about the 
left shoulder. 

After escaping, Pierce carried the jockey 
to a near-by hotel and summoned Dr. E, 
D. Hill. The physician found that Bull- 
man was bitten badly about the waist, and 
it is feared that he is injured internally. 
At any rate the doctor says he must not 
move from his bed at present and had bet- 
ter cancel his riding dates for the sea- 
son. Bullman was to leave for Chicago to 
ride [E. BE. Smathers’s horse McChesney 
in the National Handicap on Saturday. He 
was to have ridden Major Daingerfield and 
several horses for John W. Schorr of Mem- 
phis yesterday. 

Bullman has been one of the most suc- 
cessful jockeys in America, and has ridden 
for August Belmont, the Whitneys, and 
many other well-known horsemen. He has 
a wife and three children. Ravena up to 
yesterday had never shown any sign of 
ill-temper. 


SANK IN FRONT OF FERRYBOAT. 


Throng of Passengers Say Man Drown 
in the North River. 


As the Pennsylvania Railroad ferryboat 
Cincinnati was approaching midstream on 
her way to this city from Jersey City short- 
ly before 8 o'clock yesterday morning her 
throng of passengers was startled by cries 
from Deckhand Hugh McGovern and News- 
boy Frank Treiling, who saw a man swim- 
ming in her wake. A tug was passing close 


to him, but made no attempt to rescue him,

keep aloat, but before the boat reached 
him he sank, leaving only a black derby 
hat on the surface. he hat was recovered 
with a boathook in the faint hope that it 
migt prove a clue to his identity. 

No one was found who saw him jump nor 
can any adequate description of him be 
given by those who saw him in the water.

The Daily News asserts that in the de- 
bate In Parliament on the Colonial Secre- 
tary’s proposals, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
and Mr. Goschen will both disavow Mr, 
Chamberlain's policy. while the Duke of 
Devonshire, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Ritchie, Foreign Minister Lansdowne, and 
Lord Selborne are all against the Colonial 
Secretary. It is not improbable, adds the 
Liberal organ, that Premier Balfour, find- 
ing such grave differences of opinion among 
the members of his Cabinet, will resign 
forthwith.

GERMAN VIEWS OF THE 
PROJECTED ZOLLVEREIN. 


Article in the Cologne Gazette Tells 
How Germany Can Wreck Mr. 
Chamberlain’s Ambitions. 


Lonpon TimMES—NEW YORK TIMES 
Special Cablegram, 

LONDON, June 5.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times says that Mr, 
Chamberiain’s reply to a correspondent, 

in which the Colonial Secretary empha- 

sized the necessity of colonial support 
| for the success of his plans of fiscal re- 
form, is interpreted as a confession of 
the difficulties besetting Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s path. The National Zeitung says: 

“It is well to regard Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s letter as a fresh attempt to en- 
courage the colonies to produce official 
declarations of assent rather than as the 
beginning of a retreat.”’ 

“A correspondent well versed in current 
affairs,” in an article in the Cologne Ga- 
zette, traces Mr. Chamberlain’s action 
entirely to the situation in South Africa 
and to the Colonial Secretary’s eager- 
ness to put pressure upon the Holland- 
ers of Cape Colony in order to overcome 
their reluctance to enter the proposed 
South African Customs Union. If, he 
says, the Cape Parliament refused to 
accede to the South African fiscal scheme 
the whole work of racial conciliation 
would be endangered and the old animos- 
ities would be intensified by the repris- 
als which would inevitably follow on the 
Transvaal’s part. 

This prospect is quite pleasing to the 
Cologne Gazette's correspondent, who as- 
serts that Germany can frustrate a South 
African customs union and wreck Mr. 
Chamberlain's ambitions and plans. He 
thinks that if Germany answered Can- 
ada by vigorous reprisals, the Cape sheep 
farmers would immediately take alarm, 
since 75 per cent. of' the wool exported 
trom Cape Colony goes to Germany.

The principal speech of the day was de- 
livered in Springfield, where the President 
spent four hours to-day. While there he 
Gedicated the new State Arsenal and Ar 
mory, erected at a cost of $150,000, given 
by citizens of Springfield, and addressed 
the Lincoln-McKinley Veteran Voters’ As- 
sociation at the Lincoln Monument. The 
special train arrived over the Chicago and 
Alton at 10:15 o’clock and was greeted with 
the Presidential salute. Business houses 
and residences were elaborately decorated 
with flags and bunting. From the railway 
Station to the arsenal the President was 
escorted through the lines of cheering peo- 
ple by Gov. Yates, State, Federal, county, 
and city officials, the Reception Committee, 
two troops of the First Cavalry, I. N. G., 
and the Fifth Infantry, I. N. G. On. each 
side of Capitol Avenue, between Sixth 
Street and the State House, were massed 
6,000 school children, who waved flags as 
the procession passed. Among the thou- 
sands who heard the President speak was 
Company H of the Eighth Regiment, (col- 
ored,) I. N. G.) After greeting the Veter- 


ans’ Association, the President said: 

“It seems to me eminently fitting that 
the guard around the tomb of Lincoln 
should be composed of colored soldiers. It 
Was my own good fortune at Santiago to 
serve beside colored troops. A man who is 
gcod enough to shed his blood for his 
country is good enough to be given a 
square deal afterward. More than that, no 
man is entitled to, and less than that no 
man shall have.”’ 

The President’s party then drove back to 
the arsenal, where the dedication exercises 
tcck place before 10,000 persons assembled 
in the great hall. 

Senator Cullom, in introducing the Presi- 
dent, said he did not know how many times 
hereafter Mr. Roosevelt might be Presi- 
dent, and called for three cheers, which 
were given standing. 

The President said: 

‘Senator Cullom, Gov. Yates, 
my fellow-Americans, men and 
the great State of Illinois, it is a deep 
pleasure for me to have the chance of 
speaking to you to-day, and above all, to 
speak to you here in Lincoln's home, after 
having driven out to see Lincoln's tomb 
and driven out in company with the man 
who accompanied the body of the great 
martyred President on its journey to ils 
Jast resting place—your senior Senator, 
Senator Cullom. 

“I have met in Illinois many men who 
knew Lincoln personally and at every place 
that I have stopped I have seen men who 
feught in the army when Lincoln called 
the country to arms. All of us now pay 
our tribute to the greatness that is 
achieved, all of us now looking back over 
the past forty years can see the figure of 
Lincoln—sad, kingly, patient Lincoln—as 
it looms above his contemporaries, as it 
will loom ever larger through the centuries 
to come. 

“It is a good thing for us by speech to 

y homage to the memory of Abraham 
4Ancoln; but it is an infinitely better thing 
for us in ovr lives to pay homage to his 
memory in the only way in which that 
homage can be effectively paid—by seeing 
to it that this republic’s life, social and 
political, civic and industrial, is shaped 
new in accordance with the ideals which 
Lincoln preached and which all his life 
song. he practiced. [Cheers and applause.] 

“The greatness of cur forefathers must 
Serve not as an excuse to us for failing to 
go our duty in return, but as a spur to 
make us feel that we are doubly recreant— 
recreant to them as well as recreant to our- 
selves—if we fail to rise level with the 
standard they set. To the men of Lincoln's 
oe the supreme gift was given to 

true to themselves in a great national 
crisis. 

“Theirs was not the life of case and life 
of comfort. For their good tortune they 
were given a duty hard to perform, but 
supremely well worth performing. I envy 
no man a life of ease, and I feel little but 
ecntempt for him if his only ideal is tc 
lead a life of ease. We should reserve our 
feeling of admiration for the men who 
have difficult work to do, but work emi- 
nently worth doing, and who do it well. 
{Anpplause.]} 

The problems that face us as a Nation 
to-day are not the problems which Lincoln 
and the men of his generation had to face. 
Different methods must be devised for 
solving them, but the spirit in which we 
approach them must be the same as the 
spirit with which Lincoln and his fellows 
fin council, his followers in war, approached 
their problems or else this Nation will fail. 
It will not fail, It will succeed because 
we still have in us the spirit of the men of 
*61. Here we are as a Nation with a do- 
main and a population, such as no other 
republic in the history of the world has 
even approached. For weal or woe, we are 
a at power, a great Nation. We cannot 
escape playing the part of a great Nation. 
We can play it ill or well; but play it we 
must. A smail nation can play a small 
part; not, a great nation, 

‘Upon the success of the experiment of 
free government, conducted in a spirit of 
orderly liberty, here on this continent, de- 

nds not only the welfare of this Nation, 
ut Gepends the future of free government 
in the entire world. It behooves us not to 
exuit in our privileges, but soberly to realize 
our responsibilities. Hitherto republics 
have failed. The republics | antiquity 
went down; the republics of the middle 
ages went down, although tried on a much 
gmalier scale than ours, and although in 
consequence the experiments would have 
geemed less hazardous. Fundamentally the 
cause of the failure of those republics 
would be found in the fact that ultimately 
eacn tended to become, not a government 
ef the whole people, doing justice to each 
member of the people, but a government of 
a class. 

“Sometimes control of the Government 
slipped into the hands of an oligarchy; 
sometimes it slipped into the hands of a 
mob. In elther case the result was the 
game. It was exactly as material to the 
abiding welfare of the Republic if it were 
turned into a Government, in which the 
few oppressed the many, or if it was turned 
dnto a Government in which the many 
plundered the few.

INDIANAPOLIS, June 4.—The President's 
special arrived at Indianapolis on time to- 
night.

Mayor Bookwalter introduced President 
Roosevelt in a few words. 

President Roosevelt said: 

*“‘I have been from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and now well-nigh back again to 
the Atlantic, and the thing that has struck 
me more than aught else wherever I have 
been is the fundamental unity of our peo- 
ple. And another thing, I went on my trip 
a pretty good expansionist; I come back a 
better one, because, having seen our people 
on the Atlantic Coast, in the Mississippi 
Valle;, in the great plains, and among the 
Rockies and on the Pacific Coast, I fail to 
see how: any man can look at them and 
not see that inevitably they belong to the 
expanding and not the stationery races of 
mankind. . There will be no radical or ex- 
treme action by our Nation. We are, for 
all our spirit of progress, essentially a con- 
servative people. We believe in conserva- 
tism, but it is a conservatism, not of timid- 
ity, not of mere stolidity It is the con- 
servatism of good sense.’’ 

An incident during the speech was when 
from an overlooking window some one 
shouted: “The Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen is for Roosevelt.’’ The President 
smiled and replied: “TI know it. I feel 
that Indiana is solid for me.’’ 


WASHINGTON WELCOME 
TO THE PRESIDENT. 


Pianned to Cheer and Wave Flags at 
Him When He Comes Home. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—President 
Roeseveit will arrive in Washington at 7 
o'clock to-morrow evening, and it is pro- 
posed to give him a popular and enthusias- 
tic reception. The plan is for the people to 
assemble along Pennsylvania Avenue from 
the railroad station to the White House, 
and as he passes to greet him by cheers 
and the waving of flags and handkerchiefs. 
The only feature that will partake of a for- 
mal character will be the appearance of the 
High School cadets, which will act as escort 
from the Pennsylvania station to the 
White House. It is also proposed that the 
Marine Band shall give a concert in the 
White House grounds immediately preced- 
ing and following the arrival of the Presi- 

dent at the Executive Mansion. 

All the members of the Cabinet in the 
city will meet the President at the White 
House to-morrow evening. It is not expect- 
ed that this pethoring will be im the nature 
of an official meeting or that any business 
propositions will be considered. A member 
of the Cabinet said to-day that there was 
really no business so pressing in character 
as to require that it should be called to the 
attertion of the President immediately upon 
his return to Washington. Relatively little 
routine business has been allowed to ac- 
cumulate during the President’s absence. 
The White House clerical force has for- 
warded to him from time to time such mat- 
ters as required attention, and there is 
nething therefore on his desk that cannot 
be taken up at leisure. 

On Tuesday next the President will leave 
Washington for Cleveland, Ohio, to be 
present at the marriage of Miss Ruth Han- 
na, daughter of Senator Hanna, and Mr. 
McCormick, son of Ambassador McCormick 
of the Russian Embassy, who has returned 
to this country for the ceremony. The cere- 
mony will take place at the residence of 
Senator Hanna on Wednesday, and imme- 
diately thereafter the President will return 
to Washington. On the fifteenth he will go 
to Baltimore to attend the Saengerfest that 
is to be held in that city, and which will 
be continued for a week, and on the day 
following he will go to Charlottesville to 
be present at the commencement of the 
Washington and Lee University. After 
that it is probable the President will re- 
main in Washington until about July 1,

| HARMACOLOGIST. 


WANTED, A 
Must Be a First-Class Man, but the Gov- 
ernment Cannot Pay More Than 
$3,600 a Year.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—The Government 
is in need of the services of a first-class 
man as pharmacologist. Provided such a 
man can be secured for a compensation of 
$3,600 per annum, he will be placed in 
charge of the Division of Pharmacology of 
the Marine Hospital Service. On July 15 
an examination by the Civil Service Com- 
mission of candidates for that place will be 
held. It is very rare that a place com- 
manding so large a salary is thrown open 
to competition, most of the positions of 
that class being outside of the civil service 
requirements, 

Candidates will be expected to exhibit a 
thorough knowledge of pharmacy in all its 
branches and, in addition, a general knowl- 
edge of chemistry. There is little likeli- 
hood of the list of applicants being crowd- 
ed. Men who have the qualifications re- 
quired by the Government for places of this 
character can command more than double 
the salary fixed by Corgress, 


TWO LIEUTENANTS MUST GO. 


Despite Need for Naval Officers the 


Law Makes Retirement Compulsory. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—A board of na- 
val officers of high rank will be appointed 
shortly to select two Lieutenants for re- 
tirement. This action is mandatory under 
the personnel act which was passed a few 
years ago to relieve the ‘“‘hump” which 


then existed and open the way to promo- 


tion to officers of the lower grades. ‘The 
law provides that if there shall not be in 


any one year a certain number of vacancies 
through casualties incidental to ‘the serv- 
ice, a board shall be created to select offi- 
cers for retirement to make up the pre- 
scribed number, those thus selected being 
placed on the retired list with the grade 
next above that held by them, 

It is a question whether this law has not 
served its purpose, and by many officers 
of the navy it is believed it should be re- 
pealed. With the additions being made to 
the ships of the navy every year the de- 
mand for officers seonanes more pressing 
and urgent, and at the last session of Con- 
gress the corps of cadets at Annapolis was 
largely increased to meet this demand, 

The law relating to compulsory retire- 
ment ig depriving the navy of officers who 
are urgently needed, and in many cases 
those retired under the personnel act are 
men of large experience and approved abil- 
ity who find sufficient inducement to leave 
the active list to engage in profitable pri- 
vate business. The two Lieutenants to be 
retired by order of a board have had about 
twenty years’ service in the navy, and have 
just arrived at the period when they can be 
assigned to command and when their sery- 


ices would be most valuable.

If, after all the present 
litigation, including the mandamus TT 
the company has found some other points of de- 
fense that they have not yet raised, these can 
be presented to the Appellate Division in an 
ogreed statement of facts, and the West Side 

ommittee still stands ready to go straight to 
the Appellate Division with all the facts and 
to get a decision from that court. It has abso- 
lute confidence in the soundness of Judge Wor- 
cester’s decision, and does not believe that there 
is any defense that the company can raise that 
will be sustained in law, 

A number of newspapers are urging upon the 
citizens to continue their demands for transfers 
and to bring suits to recover the penalty. The 
West Side Committee of One Hundred has full 
faith in the efficacy of the .mandamus pro- 
ceedings which it has brought. If that proceed- 
ing is successful, it will establish as an addl- 
tional remedy the right to secure a mandamus 
on behalf of any citizen to compel the giving of 
these transfers. 

Mr. Lehmaier says, however, that there 
is no reason why passengers should not, 
also, avail themselves of the remedy pro- 
vided in the statute of a recovery of $50 for 
each refusal to give transfers. He con- 
cludes: 

Our first piece of advice to any lawyer who 
wishes to follow the precedent in the Blume case 
is to study carefully the form of complaint in 
that case, on file in the Clerk’s office of the 
Appellate Term, and to follow that form as 
closely as possible. The manner of the presen- 
tation of the evidence IN that case may also be 
studied with profit. We shall be glad to be ad- 
vised in every case where the company appeals. 


BRONX FIREMEN WARNED. 
Chief Purroy Found Evasion of Rules 


and Lack of Discipline—Will Take 
Action Against Officers. 


‘ 

As the result of a personal investigation 
made by Acting Fire Chief Purroy in the 
Bronx, he has sent to all of the members of 
the uniformed force in Greater New York 
a circular in which he says: 

For several years rumors have been rife 
among the officers of the Fire Department as 
to a lack of discipline and evasion of duty al- 
leged to have prevailed in a number of com- 
panies located in the outlying districts of this 
city. 

Since I have been Acting Chief I have been 
personally investigating these rumors with at 
care, and I am now able to state positively to 
the uniformed force that I have found them to 
be shamefully true. 

It has always been held that the vigilance and 
alertness of the fire service have depended 
largely upon the strict observance of that most 
important rule which rightly enjoins the pres- 
ence on the apparatus floor of all officers and 
men and the hitching’ up of all apparatus in 
their company immediately upon the receipt, day 
or night, of any alarm of fire. And yet I have 
the best proof that this salutary rule has been 
violated, willfully and persistently, by certain 
companies with the full connivance of their 
commanding officers, 

Upon what I have witnessed quite recently my- 
self, I intend to present charges against one or 
more of the officers'commanding in the, Borough 
of the Bronx, and unless, as a consequence of 
the warning herein given, there shal! take place 
& prompt and decided improvement in the ob- 
servance of all the rules and regulations of the 
department within that borough and elsewhere, 
then it will be more than likely that the good of 
the service will demand a number of dismissals 
among the faithless officers who have proved so 
recreant to their duties, 

By direction of the Fire Commissioner it 
wus also ordered that the uniform, caps, 
and insignia of rank of members of the de- 
partment attached to fireboats is to be the 
same in the future as all other members of 
the department. The members of the fire- 
boats, however, will be allowed to wear 
their present uniforms until these are uf- 
fit for further use. 


MOTORMAN’S BRAVE ACT. 


Stuck to His Post on Blazing Car Till 
All the Passengers Had Es- 


caped from It, 

Open Car No. 108 of the Union Railway, 
well filled with women and men, was pass- 
ing north on Third Avenue early yesterday 
morning when, as it started after a stop 
at One Hundred and Forty-second Street, a 
great sheet of electric flame burst from 
the forward trucks, enveloping that end. to 
the roof. As it did so the car shot ahéad 
at full speed. 

The passengers screamed and shouted as 
they made for the footboards to jump, but 
Motorman Patrick Thompson, though sur- 
rounded by fire, stuck to his post and, with 
brake and controller, brought the car to a 
standstill at the next corner. Thick black 
smoke followed the flash, but Thompson 
saw that every one was off before he 
leaped to the pavement. His fingers were 
blistered, but he was otherwise unhurt, and 
none of the passengers was injured. 

A still alarm was turned in, but when the 
firemen arrived the fire was in full pos- 
session of the car, and they turned their 
streams on the elevated railroad structure 
to keep the ties from burning. The blaze 
Was flerce while it lasted, and the car was 
burned to the trucks. j 


LEAPS 125 FEET AND ESCAPES.

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HANNA AND HARMONY. 


Happy is the man who dwells in Ohio, 
and who, pointing with just pride to the 
platform adopted by the Republicans at 
Columbus yesterday, can exclaim: “ This 
is my Own, my native State!"” We remem- 
ber no party platform which so bubbled 
over with all around felicitation. Presi- 
dent RoosEVELT is all right and must be 
re-elected, Senators ForakeR and 
HANNA are all right, and HanNa must 
be re-elected. Gov, Nasn is all right, 
Ohio is all right, and the Republican 
Party is the fountain of righteousness, 
the author of our National prosperity, 
the source of every political and econom- 
ic blessing. Then, in this exuberant plat- 
form there are tubs to all the whales. 
The Republicans of Ohio favor the de- 
velopment of home waterways, which 
will catch the canal vote; they call upon 
the Federal Government to improve the 
Ohio River—that will delight the steam- 
boat and barge men; they demand lib- 
eral State and National expenditure for 
good roads, which will please the farm- 
ers; and although the platform says that 
nearly three thousand millions of dollars 
have been paid to pensioners of the war 
since the Republican Party came into 
power, it points to the fact that “ yet 
further liberality was evidenced by the 
pension legislation of the last Congress.” 
If the professional old soldier, after read- 
ing that plank of the platform, goes and 
casts his vote for the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor in Ohio, he will be 
justly called an ungrateful person. 

Senator HANNA has been as good as his 
word. After receiving the President’s 
telegram he said that the platform 
should indorse the Administration and 
favor Mr. RoosEVELT’s nomination next 
year. It does that unreservedly. The 
declaration that President RoosEVELT 
has adhered “to President McKINLEY’'s 
policies’’ is, however, without warrant 
of fact. President McKINLey’s policy of 
revising the tariff if it should prove that 
any duty was no longer needed for pro- 
tection, or if it imposed any unnecessary 
burdens upon our manufacturers seeking 
to supply themselves with raw material, 
left a very deep impression upon the 
minds of the American people. It was a 
declaration invested with unusual solem- 
nity from the fact that it was the last 
public utterance of Mr. McKINLreyY. 
President RoosEVELT has not adhered to 
that policy. He has conspicuously de- 
parted from it. He treats the tariff as sa- 
cred, following in that particular the 
course of Senator Hanna and the Penn- 
slyvania protectionists rather than that 
of his broad-minded and enlightened 
predecessor. 

There is not the slightest probability 
that tariff reform will be undertaken or 
that any change will be made in the tar- 
iff through the initiative either of the 
President or of his party.. The platform 
of the Ohio Republicans almost deifies 
the Dingley tariff. It is the protective 
tariff policy of the Republicans that 
“has made the United States the great- 
est industrial Nation.’’ Our natural re- 
sources, the industry and genius of our 
people, are left quite out of the account. 
We owe everything to the tariff, there- 
fore the Ohio platform opposes all at- 
tacks upon it “as tending to bring back 
the disastrous days of Democratic tariff 
revision and free trade.’’ As for the 
trusts, why, they can be made harmless 


by the enforcement of Republican laws. 


At any rate, our industries shall not be 
destroyed by tinkering with the tariff. 
There may be some evil-minded Demo- 
crats who would dance in fiendish glee 
around the Congressional bonfire that 
burned up our tariff law, and so deliv- 


ered our industries to destruction, but 
they are few. There are millions of Dem- 
ocrats, however, and a great many Re- 
publicans, who believe that the enormous 
enrichment of private individuals at the 
expense of the public is not a necessary 


incident of the protective policy; who be- 
lieve that tariff laws which enabled Mr. 
CARNEGIE’S steel works to pile up profits 
in one year to the amount of $41,000,000, 


were not just laws; who believe that tar- 


iff schedules of which trusts and com- 


binations take immediate advantage to 
double the price of their products have 
not been formulated with an eye single 
to the public welfare. That the Presi- 


dent believes Dingleyism to be an alto 


gether just and wholesome policy, that 


Senator Hanna or the Ohio Republicans 
believe it, is a little more than men of 
common sense can swallow. But every 


tariff reformer knows that from the 
President down the maintenance in all 


its outrageous provisions of the Dingley 
policy of protection is held by all Repub- 
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licans to he good tactics for the party | mits of no reduction. Arbitration is out 


and a safe course for the campaign. 

The platform favors legislation ‘‘ with- 
in safe lines to stimulate local bank cir- 
culation, thus securing elasticity of cur- 
rency supply commensurate with busi- 
ness demands."’ This is altogether com- 
mendable, It might have been more spe- 
cific, but perhaps it may be readily held 
that a party platform should indicate the 
results desired, leaving to legislation the 
method of their attainment. In view of 
the grave need of an amendment of the 
banking law in such a manner as to 
make the volume of currency responsive 
to the demands of business, the Repub- 
lican leaders ought to impress it upon 
the party managers in the various States 
that a resolution similar to this adopted 
in Ohio should be inserted in every State 
platform. This would serve to bring the 
matter to the public attention and would 
fortify the advocates of legislation in 
Congress next Winter. 

Col. Myron T. HERRICK, Who was nom- 
inated for Governor by the Columbus 
Convention, is at the head of a large 
financial institution in Cleveland, and is 
almost as well known in the financial 
district in New York as in Ohio. He was 
on good terms with President McKINLEY, 
and is on good terms with Senator 
Hanna. Should he be elected, which may 
be considered not altogether improbable, 
the very cordial] relations, personal and 
political, which subsist between him and 
Mr. HANNA would not be in the least en- 
dangered. They might, in fact, become 
more intimate and cordial,

THE TROUBLE IN THE COAL REGION. 

The news dispatches from Wilkes- 
barre, reporting the menace of a general 
Suspension of mining, are partly unintel- 
ligible to the general reader and partly 
misleading when understood. The facts 
are briefly as follows: 

As soon as practicable after the pres- 
entation of the report of the Anthracite 
Strike Commission, the operators com- 
plied with the recommendation relative 
to the creation of a permanent Board of 
Arbitration and Conciliation by selecting 
as their representatives Messrs. LUTHER, 
WARRENER, and CONNELL. To these gen- 
tlemen came, as representatives of the 
miners, the three District Presidents of 
the United Mine Workers, Messrs. NicH- 
OLs, FaHey, and Detrry. At a meeting 
last Wednesday, when these three Presi- 
dents presented themselves, their creden- 
tials as representatives of the miners 
and mine workers were asked for. They 
had none. Ag District Presidents they as- 
sumed that they were authorized to rep- 
resent the miners in everything affecting 
their interests. This right was ques- 
tioned. The representatives of the oper- 
ators demanded that the representatives 
of the men, should not name themselves, 
ex officio. Whatever their standing in 
the union, the operators contended, they 
could not claim by virtue of that stand- 
ing the right to act in a representative 
capacity without the consent of those 
represented. The point would have had 
more weight if in the award of the 
Strike Commission any provision had 
been made for non-union representation. 
The terms of that award plainly give to 
the organization representing the ma- 
jority of those in interest—the United 
Mine Workers—the right to appoint the 
representatives on the Concillation 
Board, and as the number of these Is 
strictly Mmited, non-union labor, unless 
it has a numerical majority in any dis- 
trict, cannot very well have a represen- 
tative. The method of appointing the 
members of the board must, of course, 
be left to the mine workers’ organiza- 
tion. 

The decision of the members represent- 
ing the operators gave great offense to 
Messrs. FAHEY, NICHOLS, and DE&TTRY, 
who assumed to consider it an act of bad 
faith on the part of the mine owners. 
They consulted President MiI?tCcHELL, who 
is reported to have advised them that 
their position is incontestably right. Any- 
body who reads the decision of the arbi- 
trators must see that the operators have 
put themselves in the wrong, while the 
miners have followed the letter and 
spirit of the award. If at the convention 
called to meet in Pottsville on the 15th 
of this month Presidents Faury, NIcH- 
OLs, and DEetTTRY are chosen as concil- 
iators—and the failure to choose any one 
else would constitute an aquiescence in 
the plans of the union managers—it will 
not appear that there remains any good 
ground for @bjection to their recognition 
as the authorized representatives of labor 


in the board. In the present temper of 
the public both sides would do well to 
avoid doing or saying anything calculat- 


ed to interrupt production. However in- 


nocent of wrong purpose those might be 
who permitted obstinacy to precipitate 
another shut-down, their action would 
provoke just public indignation. 


THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 


Mr, RICHARD WAYNE Parker, M. C., 
contributes to the current North Ameri- 
can the clearest and most satisfactory 
popular exposition that we have seen 
of the Alaska boundary question. It is 
evident that Mr, PARKER has thoroughly 


informed himself upon the subject by 


studying the works upon it that are be- 
yond the reach or the inclination of the 
ordinary citizen. Apparently he has had 


access also to all the hydrographic in- 


formation in the possession of the State 


Department. This is understood to in- 
clude some maps which have lain hidden 
for many decades in the Russian ar- 


chives, 
The main value of Mr. PARKpR’s expo- 


sition is the distinct notice he gives to 


all concerned that the American case is 
not a matter for compromise or for 
“ dicker.’’ It is simply an “irreducible 


minimum,” It is in no sense nor to any 
degree a matter for arbitration. And this 


not only because arbitration results al- 
wavs in cOmpromise and our claim ad- 


of the question because an impartial ar- 
bitrator is not to be found. Russia, by 
the treaty of 1825, meant to secure and 
did secure the whole coast above the 
fifty-sixth degree of north latitude, with 
all its estuaries and inlets to exclusive 
Russian possession and to exclude the 
trade of other nations, except by Rus- 
sian permission. All trading countries 
would, of course, prefer to trade with 
the “hinterland” without asking per- 
mission of the owner of the littoral or 
paying tribute to him, That is exactly 
what RuSsia meant to prevent and suc- 
ceeded in preventing. That is exactly 
what we have succeeded to her right to 
prevent, Of course, not only the Cana- 
dian owners of the “hinterland,” but 
whoever desires to sell them any supplies 
would prefer to escape the Dingley du- 
ties. We need not blame them very se- 
verely, but the statement of the situation 
shows that no sovereign who has any 
commercial interests can be an impartial 
arbiter in this case. 

There is also nothing to arbitrate, for 
there is nothing in doubt. This is true at 
least as to the principles upon which the 
boundary is to be run. Inaccuracies of 
detajl made by the early surveyors may 
and should be corrected, but the correc- 
tion of them is evidently work for a 
mixed commission, such as the mixed 
British and Russian commission which 
delimited Afghanistan with differences 
that were at one time so threatening. It 
is not at all work for a Board of Arbitra- 
tion. 

The value, we repeat, of Mr. PARKER'S 
exposition is its insistence, with an em- 
phasis which could scarcely be conveyed 
through official channels, that our claim 
is not subject to deductions, and that no 
American Commissioner could possibly 
continue to reside in this country if he 
gave up a single tittle of it. What we 
meant by consenting to the Hay-Herbert 
treaty was simply to give expression to 
our belief that there was a chance that 
one of the three British representatives 
would bring to his work a mind open to 
reason and accessible to evidence. Mr. 
PARKER’s summary of the case may be 
commended to Britons and other for- 
elgners as a clear statement of the uni- 
versal American view: 

Ever since the treaty of 1825 between 
Russia and Great Britain it had been per- 
fectiy well understood by all parties that 
by that treaty Russia had an unbroken 
strip of land along the main continent, 
which gave her full control of all ithe 
sounds, channels, and inland seas of that 
broken coast, and likewise protected her 
fur companies upon the islands from the in- 
cursions of the Hudson Bay Company. 
These considerations had been paramount 
in the negotiation of the treaty. This had 
been the construction shown in all the maps 
from 1825 to 1897, whether English, Rus- 
sian, American, or Canadian. Russia, and 
afterward America, had occupied to the 
head of all these inlets. If ever there was 
a question which was absolutely settled it 
was this. But with the discovery of gold 
in the Klondike everything is changed. A 
new construction of the treaty is put for- 
ward, just as some new child, never heard 
of before, always appears to claim a large 
fortune. 


THE BUILDING TRADES DEAD-LOCK. 

Every one connected with the building 
trades seems to be anxious to end the 
present situation, which has turned the 
tables upon the unions by throwing a 
hundred thousand mechanics, more or 
less, into idleness. The difficulty appears 
to He chiefly in finding a method which 
will not look like a “ square back-down ” 
on the part of the Board of Building 
Trades. The proposition to “ throw 
over" the unions of the teamsters and 
drivers of the material yards, which 
were made much of when it looked as if 
they could be used to aid the striking 
mechanics of the building trades to boy- 
cott the recalcitrant builder by shutting 
off his supplies, is at least ungracious. 
However, it seems to be the only alter- 
native of the mechanics who want te re- 
turn to work, although the method of it 
savors strongly of brutal indifference to 
the interests of a body of men who were 
promised protection in return for the 
useful services they were deemed capa- 
ble of rendering. It has all come out 
very different from what was expected. 
Probably a plan will be found by Monday 
which can be agreed upon. The union 
men in the higher branches of the indus- 
try are becoming disagreeably clam- 
orous.

UHLER AND THE MARINE 
ENGINEERS. 
The indignation of Secretary CoRTEL- 


you at the statement of an anonymous 


letter sent to the Treasury touching the 
relation of Mr. UNLER, Supervising In- 
spector General of Steamboats, to the 


strike of the marine engineers, is not im- 
pressive. The letter said: 


We engineers of New York won out our 
strike because Mr. UHLER, whom we put 
in Washington, backs us up. You might 
just as well give in and pay us the wages 
as long as he is in Washington. 


That this represents the opinion of the 


striking marine engineers is not surpris- 
ing. When selected for appointment Mr. 
UNLER was President of the Marine En- 
gineers’ Union. It is understood and be- 
lieved that he had devoted a year to per- 


fecting the arrangements for a general 


strike, and that these were finished to 
his satisfaction and that of the member- 
ship when the influences which secured 
his appointment became industrious in 


his behalf, Secretary CorTELYOU consid- 


ers it an ample answer to the charge 


that Mr. UnLeER is scarcely a disinterest- 
ed and judicially impartial executive in 
the enforcement of the law against men 
who are carrying out a plan of his de- 


vising when “in a posttion of greater 


freedom and less responsibility,” that be- 


fore receiving his appointment as Super- 
vising Inspector General of Steamboats 
Mr. UHLER was required to resign his 


connection with the union, and did so.

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SMOKE AND THE LONG ISLAND LOCO- 


MOTIVES. 

In taking advantage of what appears 
to have been a technical defect in the 
complaint on which the Board of Health 
prosecuted the General Superintendent 
of the Long Island Railroad for operat- 
ing its locomotive engines with a wholly 
unnecessary amount of smoke, the man- 
agement of that company was undoubt- 
edly quite within its rights. Those who 
draft complaints and take them to court 
must be careful to “speak by the card.” 
However, a wrong is not made right, nor 
is its penalty escaped, by a clever expe- 
dient of counsel in getting a complaint 
dismissed when others in correct form 
may and should follow. In what we have 
to say on this subject we presume we 
address reasonable men, The President 
and Directors of the Long Island Rail- 
road have that reputation. 

Their road is peculiarly, and almost 
exclusively, dependent upon its passen- 
ger business, It traverses parts of Brook- 
lyn which are very solidly built up, and 
outside the -city limits its route is 
through a fairly populous section. It 
has a large and increasing Summer pat- 
ronage, which it is in the highest degree 
profitable to cultivate. It is now main- 
taining a smoke nuisance for which no 
Satisfactory excuse can be found. Its 
engines belch vast cumuli of black, suf- 
focating smoke. This makes it unpopu- 
lar along its entire line, and involves 
great discomfort to passengers, who can- 
not possibly enjoy travel under such 
conditions, ' 

Besides showing a proper regard for 
the public interest in this matter, would 
it not be good business policy to reduce 
its smoke nuisance to the least expres- 
sion? Its present consumption of coal is 
wasteful and will continue to be so long 
as it distributes carbon over a good part 
of Long Island. To substitute anthracite 
coal for bituminous would not be bur- 
densome for a road with its principal 
terminal at tidewater at New York. 
That it has no competition in reaching 
the popular resorts of Long Island does 
not excuse the business mistake of neg- 
lecting or refusing to do anything which 
will bring it business and hold through 
twelve months a steadily increasing pro- 
portion of that which now uses # reluc- 
tantly during the three or four months 
of Summer. These suggestions will repay 
consideration, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

—-We are informed by ‘‘A Mere Wo- 
man,"' who writes to us for the express pur- 
pose of thus increasing our stock of useful 
information, that * calling people fools, or 
implying it, does not do much good, espe- 
cially if one does not know what he is 
talking about.” There is a slight confusion 
of identity as regards the ‘‘one” and 
the ‘‘he"’ in this statement, but we are 
prepared to admit and to admire its sub- 
stantial accuracy, even though it was an 
editorial article of our own on the way in 
which women, despite all argument and en- 
treaty from mere men, persist in alighting 
from street cars that inspired our corre- 
spondent to propound her slightly acid 
category. As a matter of fact, we didn’t 
either say or imply that women are fools; 
we simply referred to one peculiarity of 
theirs that has, for masculine eyes, all 
the appearance of folly, and we are very 
glad, at whatever expense to such little 
confidence in masculine judgment as may 
have survived the disasters of the last 
few years, to make public, on the authority 
of ‘‘A Mere Woman,” a new explanation 
of the peculiarity which we rashly called 
unwise. ‘' The reason,’’ she says, **‘ for my 
keeping my iight hand free to help myself 
in and out of open cars is, I am sure, the 
reason why other women do it. Women 
who are not washerwomen, or in other 
similar occupations, generally have very 
little muscular strength in their arms. 
Perhaps the new golf and tennis girls are 
stronger, but the old girl feels that all the 
strength of her right arm is too little to 
lift her up and down the horribly high 
steps of the open cars of Brooklyn, If the 
car company would lower the steps it 
would be a great help to women and might 
save the company some lawsuits. Men ad- 
mire and encourage in womankind the 
helplessness and impracticability that irri- 
tates them when it comes out specifically 
in some woman, From my standpoint, you 
would be doing both women and men a 
better service if you would write an edi- 
torial on the demoralizing effect damage 
suits have on the injured, in tempting 
them to remain invalids longer than is 


necessary to get damages.” That passage 
from our friend's letter covers a good deal 
of ground, but we will not annoy her again 


by saying, or implying, that women can- 
not stick to a subject. 


—Not quite everybody—and it might be 
safe to substitute “hardly anybody” for 


that ‘not quite everybody ’’—can tell off- 
hand the meaning of the word “ elisor,” 
whieh has appeared several times of late 
in the digpatches from Breathitt County, 
Kentucky, detailing the proceedings in the 
trial of the men charged with the Marcum 


murder. The term is one that survives in 


very few places, and, naturally enough, 
one of the few is this social backwater or 


eddy where mediaeval feuds are still the 
current fashion. The dictionaries know 
all about ‘ elisor,’’ however it may be with 
the owners of the dictionaries. An “ elisor,’’ 


it seems, is a person appointed by the 
court to return.a jury when the Sheriff 
and Coroner have been challenged as in- 


competent, because of interest in the 
causes at issue or for other reasons. At 
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‘Jackson, the Sheriff is himself a veteran 
feudist, and naturally the work which in 
other circumstances would have been his 
has been transferred to another—the “ eli- 
sor,” or ‘‘chooser.” In old Norman law 
French the word took several, forms— 
“ Bliseor,” ‘‘esliseor,” “elisour,” and 
“é€liseur,” the last being the modern 
French. The derivation from “ eligere"’ is 
obvious, and the relation with “ élite”’ and 
‘elect’ mildly interesting for those with a 
mind for such things. What is really 
queer, however, is the fact that the old 
name should have turned up again in the 
Kentucky mountains. 

-——Friends of the cyster sloop and the 
trick barge and the lumber schooner as- 
sembled in large numbers at the Army 
Building on Wednesday, and, with tears 
in their eyes and shaxes in their voices, 
tcld the Board of Engineer Officers who 
are investigating traffic conditions on the

dle. It was a touching scene. The days 
that were joined battle with the days that 
are, and the representatives of scores 
eternly demended that the interests and 
convenience of thousands shovld still be 
rubordinated to the ancient privileges of 
uavigable rivers—and creeks. What, they 
asked, is an express passenger train com- 
pared with a fishing smack that wants to 
catch the tide? Let the train wait, and a 
dozen other trains behind it. All this is 
very trying to the patience, and the pros- 
pect js not encouraging that what ought 
to be done will be done.

TEACHERS SEND ESSAYS 
Pupils Already to the Front in the 
History Competition. 


They Give Evidence of the Interest of 
Tutors and Scholars in the 
Contest. 


Essays for the New York City History 
Competition being conducted by THE NEW 
York Timms for the pupils of the public 
schools are beginning to come in. A con- 
siderable number of them were received 
yesterday. Most of the compositions 
showed that the writers had given careful 
attention to the instructions about neat- 
ness and penmanship. 

Nearly all the essays sent in were from 
classes in which less than twenty essays 
had been submitted to the teacher. Of 
course, where twenty or more essays have 
been submitted it will take a longer time 
for the teacher to go through them to 
choose the best two than it will when a 
smaller number than twenty have been 
submitted, and it is to be expected that in 
the schools where the competition has 
been the liveliest the forwarding of the 
essays to THE Times will be delayed. The 
big rush probably will come to-morrow 
and Monday, though a large number ought 
to be received to-day. 

Some essays were received yesterday 
from grades in the clementary schools be- 
low that of 6A, which is the lowest of the 
four upper grades in Manhattan, These 
essays cannot be considered for prizes, as 
the conditions of the competition distinctly 
limited the contest to the puptils of the 
high schools and the pupils of the four 
upper grades of the elementary schools. 

The mother of a boy in one of the grades 
embraced in the competition forwarded to 
Tue TIMES an essay written by her son, 
with the statement that his teacher had 
refused to sign it solely on the ground that 
she objected to the possible use of her 
name. This seems to be an exceptional 
case, but lest any child eligible to compete 
and ambitious to have his or her composi- 
tion considered in the contest should be 
deprived of that privilege through a similar 
scruple on the part of his or her teacher, 
Tue Trmps desires to inform the teachers 
that, while their signatures are necessary 
as an evidence of gcod faith, any request 
they may make with regard to the use of 
their names will be strictly regarded. The 
contest has been conducted from the be- 
ginning with the approval of the highest 
school and city authorities, and it will be 
conducted to the end in such a manner as 
to fully merit that approval. 

The certificates attached to the essays 
received show that the teachers, with a 
very few exceptions, have given careful 
study to the conditions of the competition. 
Nearly all of the certificates were perfect 
in form. Most of the teachers clipped out 
the form which was printed in THE TImMEs 
on several days of last week, filled it out, 
and attached it to the essays. Others 


wrote out their certificates according to 
the printed form. 

A point.which should not be overlooked 
in the filling out of these certificates is to 
indicate the grade in such a manner as will 
give uniformity of designation for the 
whole city. ach teacher should write 
after the official designation of the grade 
in which he or she teaches the year’s course 
in the case of a high school, and in the 
case of an elementary school should state 
whether the grade is the highest, the sec- 
ond highest, the .nird highest, or the low- 
est of the four upper grades. 

A pupil of one of the evening high schools 
writes to inquire whether she is eligible 
to compete in the contest. As the evening 
high schools are closed at present, their 
term not Segsnning until eptember, it 
would not be possible for a pupil of one of 
those schools to have her essay properly 
certified. 

Tiffany & Co. are now at work on the 
1,000 silver medals which are to be award- 
ed to the 1,000 writers of the essays which 
are designated by teachers as the best of 
twenty submitted from the class, and 
those scholars who win one of these medals 
will have a beautiful souvenir. 

The form of the parchment testimonial 
which is to be awarded to the school in 
each of the five boroughs whose pupils win 
the largest number of prizes will be de- 
cided upon by the Committee of Award, 
These testimonials wii be framed for ex- 
hibition in the schoolhouse. 


ASK MONEY FOR CATHEDRAL. 


Committee Seeks $550,000 to Prepare 
the “ Crossing” to Accommodate 
Worshippers. 


“TO all interested in the completion of 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine,” an 
appeal for financial aid was issued yester- 
day by the members of the Building Com- 
mittee of the Trustees of the cathedral. 
The appeal follows: 

The undesigned, the Building Committee of 
the Board of Trustees of the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine, with the approval of their col- 
leagues on the board, desire to make known to 
the public the facts of the situation as it stands 
at present; to state in a few words what they 
would like to do, and to ask for the money with 
which to do it. 

It is estimated that $500,000 would complete 
the choir. But since the choir, if finished, 
would only accommodate a comparatively small 
number of worshippers, it is, in the judgment of 
the committee, highly desirable that, in addi- 
tion to the great stone arch now standing, chere 
should be built the three similar ones needed to 
inclose the ‘* crossing.’’ Were the ground thus 
bounded to be temporarily roofed over and 
walled in we should have an interior capable of 
accommodating from 4,000 to 5,000 worshippers, 
an amount of floor space likely to meet the 
needs of the cathedral for fifteen or twenty 
years to come. 

The interest now shown in the services held 
fn the crypt warrants the belief that even so 
large an area as that indicated would be not | 
at all too large. To carry out this plan woul 
involve an expenditure of $250,000 over and 
above the half million required for the com- 
pletion of the choir—a total of $750,000. Toward 
this sum we already have in hand $100,000, with 
promise of another $100,000 when the 
amount needed for the completion of the choir 
shall have been secured | 


If the remaining $550,000 could be guaranteed 


in the near future there is no reason why the 
entire enterprise outlined above should not be 


carried to a finish within three years. 

The appeal is signed by William R. Hunt- 
ington, John P. Peters, J. Roosevelt Roose- 
velt, Charles F. Hoffman, and William H. 
Burr.

REFORMED CHURCH SYNOD. 


New Marriage Form Omits “ Obey Meme 
Plea for the Boers Heard—President 
Roosevelt Applauded.

ASBURY PARK, N. J., June 4—At the- 
General Synod of the Reformed Church in 
America to-day the new Hturgical forms 
prepared by a special committee were read, 
Final action will be taken on them to- 
morrow. The proposed changes do not alter 
any of the doctrinal teachings of the 
Church, but the forms are condensed and 
simplified. In the marriage form the word 
“obey ’’ has been eliminated from the re-. 
sponse of the bride. President Wills evi- 
dently believes that the revised liturgy will 
be adopted by the synod, for at the sacra- 
ment of the Lord’s Supper, obseryed this 
evening, he used, as the presiding celebrant, 
she Dave form arranged by the revision com- 
mittee. 

A consolidation of all the church de- 
nominations holding to the yterian 
faith and form of worship will not be ef- 
fected this year.

An- 
other special committee was named to con- 
tinue the agitation for amalgamation. 

In the morning the synod listened to @ 
eulogy of the Boers by the Rey. Dr. Clinton 
T. Wood of New York, who for five rs 
has been doing special church work in 
South Africa, where the Reformed Church 
has 200,000 members. He came to-day to 
urge the General Synod to contribute to 
the fund being raised in America to spread 
the Gospel abroad. Dr. Wood's defense of 
the stricken Boers so worked upon the 
delegates that they passed the t and 
raised more than $100 for him. 

Hearty applause followed the reading of 
a letter from Fresident Roosevelt thank- 
ing the General Synod for the hearty greet- 
ings sent him last year, President Roose- 
velt is a member of the Reformed Church.

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The eagerness of the London art dealers 
to obtain the most dilapidated specimen of 
one of the fashionable portrait painters un- 
der the Georges was shown lately at Chris- 
tie’s, when the portrait of a lady in a 
white muslin dress with yellow trimmings, 
painted by Gainsborough, was brought to 
the hammer, It is a canvas, thirty by 
twenty-five inches, with two large holes in 
it, and charged with layers of old varnish, 
a veritable wreck of a portrait. It be- 
longed to an old lady in Worthing, who had 
vainly tried to get $25 for it. This extraor- 
dinary canvas started at $7,000, and finished 
in the possession of Charles Wertheimer, 
the art dealer, at the startling price of

~The bond market was fairly active, but 
lost most of its recent strength. Steel 
Ss,. Union Pacific convertibles, and Wa- 
jbash Bs were active at fractional losses. 
Continued strength in sterling and ex- 
cessive ease in the money market are not 
permanently compatible.

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


With Pennsylvania selling down nearly 2 
peints to a new low récord on the present 
mcovement—less than 4 points above the 
subscription price to the new stock issue— 
it is hardly necessary to reiterate that the 
selling on the day previous had not been in 
the nature of a bear drive as some inter- 
ests claimed, but was of legitimate and 
long stock. Whether the liquidation was 
urgent and necessary remains, of course, 
an open question, but that. it was genuine 
is beyond dispute. If any trader or other 
individual, following Wednesday's decline, 
bought stock after the close of business ai 
higher than the market prices, believing 
that the depression was due merely to a 
raid and that the market yesterday would 
open materially higher—if such individuais 
there were, and various reports told of 
them, they must not have felt any too well 
pleased with their purchases. Yesterday, 
not only did the stock never go other than 
fractionally above Wednesday's close, but 
in the end it was down almost 2 points, 
closing at practically the low for the day. 
Incidentally other stocks -were as weak 
as, and some weaker than, this Pennsyi- 
vania issue. 


It probably may never be clearly 4 
closed for whom this Pennsylvania selling 
hus been done—whether for the account of 
people who had gotten tired holding the 
“bug.” whether for some large foreign 
holdcrs, or whether for unknown persons 
ang reasons. In. any event, whatever the 
busis for the selling it is clear thet the 
largest sellers seemed to have the stock to 
deliver, and did not act as though their in- 
tention was merely to make a muraet 
“turn.”’ In this connection it is an open 
secret that for some time many of the 
more conservative Pennsylvania interests 
have. looked with disquietude and uneasi- 
ness upon some of the extended plans of 
the present management. Nor ha/e the 
Western Union developments had reassur- 
ing effect. Those pas who have been look- 
ing for support in the stock by the under- 
writing syndicate have as yet failed to de- 
tect any. 

First in_point of activity and second only 
in. interest to Pennsylvania was Copper 
Trust stock, which sold down 5 points to 
a new low record and closed but little 
above the lowest. A well-known Boston 
operator and a local house prominent in 


copper affairs were understood to be the 
principal sellers, but what the reason for 


the selling was cqulid not be learned. There | 


was some talk that the Boston operator 
Was overextended, while in local circles 
the gossips had a cut in copper prices im- 
minent. The same interests were sald to 
be liquidating Sugar and Smelters, but on a 
more moderate scale. 


Undoubtedly the very unfavorable Mis- 
souri State crop report had more to do with 
the selling of the Granger shares than any 
other influence, for the reason that it was 
taken to indicate what other States which 
have sufferéd from floods will show in 
their reports. It is now conceded by grain 
men that the damage to Winter wheat has 
not been inoonsiderable, while in banking 

as well as grain circles no attempt is made 
to disguise the uneasiness felt because of 
the continued drought in the East and the 
unseasonable damp and cold weather in the 
corn belt. All the Granger shares suffered, 
with greatest weakness in St. Paul, which 
fell over two points from the high’ of the 
day, ‘ 

Several Boston interests known to be long 
of Sugar Trust stock—for Boston, specu- 
latively, is noted most for its activity in 
Copper and Sugar— are understood to have 
endeavored yesterday to effect a private 
sale of a considerable block of Sugar which 
they are carrying. The offer—it was made 

tandard Oil interests—was definitely re- 
flected, the offerers being politely informed 
that the most convenient market for the 
steck was on the Exchamge. It is not be- 
lieved, however, that any of this stock 
came upon the market yesterday for the 
reason that the refusal was not given un- 
til well on in the day. 


Syndicate support continues in the Steel 
Trust stocks. It is well understood in the 
Street that this support is designed to en- 
able the marketing of the new bonds and 
for that reason the strength of the issues 
is not given much attention. With iron and 
steel prices tending lower some interests 
in the Street believe that the manipulation 
in the securities will be much more diffi- 
cult and much less profitable to the syn- 
dicate than was the case with the last 
syndicate—understood to be the most suc- 
cessful ever formed in the financial dis- 
trict. 

There is a good deal of bull literature in 
the Street at the present time on People’s 
Gas. Almost every day now a denial is 
put out that there is any intention of re- 
ducing the dividend, the denial being ac- 
companied by reports of the excellent 
business the company is doing notwith- 
standing the strike. Selling of the stock 
continues, however, despite the denial.

COTTON CROP OUTLOOK. 


Wall Street was not pleased with the 
Government cotton crop report yesterday, 
showing a condition of 74.1 per cent., 
compared with 95.1 per cent. a year ago, 
$1.5 per cent. in 1901, and a ten-year aver- 
age of 86.9. This estimate was even lower 
than the lowest figures predicted—is, in- 
deed, the lowest general average ever re- 
ported at this season of the year.

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OUTSIDE SECURITIES. 


It was natural that the extreme weak- 
ness of the Stock Exchange market yes- 
terday should be reflected by losses in the 
outside market, but on the curb the de- 
clines were fewer and smajler than on the 
board. Some issues held up fairly well 
under a continuation of the support which 
insiders had been giving them within the 
last few days, but even in these stocks 
the day's totals were relatively small. In 
fact, the unfavorable conditions governing 
the market at present, as far as the out- 


side market is concerned, are shown rather 
by dullness than by any very heavy fallin 
off in prices. If any additional proof o 
the small part that the public has been 
taking in the market were necessary, it 
could be found in the fact that the recent 
movements in various outside g§tocks 
brought about by inside manipulation have, 
as soon as the manipulation ceased, come 
to a complete standstill. Transactions have 
not in these cases fallen off gradually, 
but have come to an end abruptly, ap- 
poeeny for no other reason than that the 
nsiders were tiring of an_ unprofitable 
manipulation. it is true that prices in 
some cases have been marked up, but no 
public following has been secured, and so 
the advances in quotations have *peen of 
little practical use to those who brought 
them about.

NOTES OF INSURANCE INTERESTS. 


Auditor and Insurance Commissioner Cole 
of Mississippi in an address before the an- 
nual meeting of the Mississippi State Fire 
Underwriters’ Association, just concluded 
at Natchez, had this to say about insurance 
in unauthorized companies: ‘The agents 
all over the State see almost every day 
business going from them and the com- 
panies they represent to outside companies, 
the standing and solvency of which, in a 
large number of cases, neither they nor the 
assured know anything about, Again, they 
sée the rate charged and obtained by ad- 
mitted companies gradually growing higher 
and higher, and they know the full reason 
assigned by the companies for such in- 
creased rates. They also know, or can 


know, whether or not existing conditions 
justify the reasons ‘given, and if they do, 
whether or not they cen be remedied, If the 
lawe are oppressive from the standpoint of 
taxes demanded, you should show this 
fact to the Legislature by comparison with 
other States’ requirements; if they conduce 
to an increase in the moral hazard and a 
corresponding increase in the loss ratio, 
make this plain also and show the remedy, 
If the physical condition of property to be 
insured is the cause of the rates bein 
high, the needed changes should be pointe 
out to the owner who, when he makes the 
required improvements, should be given the 
adequate reduction therefer. In my opin- 
fon, the best way to bring about improve- 
ments in physical hazards is through in- 
spection, classification, and rating of risks, 
and printed classifications and _ tariffs 
placed in reach of the insuring public, just

iat-the plans for the’ proposed bottom of 
@.reseryoir, which have been so long be- 
'é the Aqueduct Commission, needed re- 
Vision, thus causing a month's delay at a 
critical: time,~ It would seem,” he added, 
“=that delay from this cause could easily 
Nave been avoided by a little foresight." 
“He detailed the work of the Aqueduct 
Commission during the last ten. years, and 
told df the plans and work on the. Croton 
Dam and..Watershed, and how by this en- 
gineering project a lake ninetéen miles long 
and--ha@lf..a mile wide was being con- 
structed as:a storage place for New York's 
Water Supply. He also told of the changes 
Recessary-in the original plans of Engineer 
Fteley,: saying: 


When I came into office, in January, 1902, 
cértain changes in the. plans of both of these 
works, as designed by Mr. Fteley, had been au- 
thorized .by the Aqueduct Commissioners, upon 
the edvice of the present Chief Engineer, Mr. 
Hill, and certain other changes had been pro- 
‘posed: “All of these changes, both those that had 
‘been accomplished and those that were proposed, 
Were viclentty criticised and antagonized by the 
Merchants’: Association. 

Mayor Low. discussed at léngth the ques- 
tion a& to whether the Croton Dam should 
be constructed as originally planned or 
the foundations strengthened as recom- 
mended by Prof. Burr and other experts. 
Referring, to the Jerome Park matter, he 
wrote: 

At-the Jerome Park Reservoir the Merchants’ 
AsSociation hax» faulted three things relating to 
censtruction that were done prior to Jan. 1, 
ivo2: (1) Certain changes of plan as to the. walls 
»trrounding the reservoir; (2) certain changes 

“plan as to the gate house, and (3) alleged de- 
evtive construction of certain. of the reservoir 
walls and embankments. All of these questions 
‘ave been referred to the Special Commission on 
the Extension of the Water Supply, consisting 
wf! Messrs. Burr, Herring, and eeman, When 
these gentiemeri have reported it may safely be 
ussumed that all questions relating to those parts 
of the reservoir will be set at rest. 

At my request also, and by authority of the 
Aguéduct CoOmnitssioners, Mr, Lewis and Mr. 
Nicholas S. Hill, Jr... the Chief Engineer of the 
Department of Water Supply, Gas and Elec- 
tricity, are Making certain soundings and inves- 
* tigations that bear upon this portion of the sub- 
Sect. These soundings affect the eastern section 
uf “the reservoir, which by the contract, as it 
now reads, ts to be finished Aug. 1, 1904. The 
contract for the western section, cn ‘the other 
bund, calis for its completion by Aug. 1, 1903. 

+ About the middle of April 1 asked Mr. McDon- 
aid, who, with Mr. Onderdonk, is the contractor 
for the reservoir, to call upon me, because I had 
heard that the work was progressing very slow- 
ly. He told me that, notwithstanding the una- 
yoidable loss of time which he had suffered by 
feason’ of the difficulty in getting coal during 
the Winter, the western section could then still 
‘be ‘finished by Aug. 1, 1903, as stipulated in his 
contract, but that he was not sure that the 
reservoir would hold water, if the bottom was 
Yinished as called for by the origina! plans. None 
of. this work has yet been done. The original 

ans ca)l for three inches of concrete where the 

ottom of the reservoir is rock, ten inches where 
the rock changes to earth, gradually stepping 
down, first to eight inches and then to six inches, 
ever most of the earth surface. 

Mr. Low went on to say that this was the 
first time this point had.ever been called 
to his attention by anybody, and he imme- 
djately asked the Aqueduct Commissioners 
to- request the engineer of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, Mr. Lewis; 
the engineer of the Finance Department, 
Mr. McLean, and the engineer of the De- 
partment of Water Supply, Gas, and Elec- 
tricity to examine into and report upon it. 
This is the report that is to be considered 
next Tuesday. He continued: 

Mr. Nicholas 8. Hill, Jr., of the Water De- 
partment was not able to serve, and the report 
is signéd by Mr. Lewis and Mr. Eugene McLean. 
‘They recommend that the bottom of the reservolr 
be covered with eight Inches of concrete, over 
rock and earth alike; the character of the rock 
belitig such, with its many seams, as to make the 
rocky part of the bottotm quite as liable to leak- 
age us the earth.

ticned, judging rightly, I am sure, that in 
works of such vast importance no care can 
properly be’ omitted in this regard.

Whether it will be decided to subtnit this mat- 
ter to the attention of the Grand Jury will ‘urge- 
ly depend upon the further delay incurred, first 
in the réport of the Burr-Freeman-Herring Com- 
mission, and then in the action of the Majur

The only remedy for the evils that we are suf- 
fering from is that. which we have suggested to 
the Mayor and called upon him to provide, name- 
ly, the trial of the Aqueduct Commissioners and 
their resultant dismissal from office.

Question was raised in the Supreme Court 
yesterday before Justice Blanchard over 
the filing of an amended return in cér- 
tlorari proceedings instituted by ex-Police- 
man George A. Mencke against the late 
Commissioner Murphy for reinstatement.

LEAK IN BIG WATER MAIN. 


Flood in Broadway Tabernacle Excava- 
tion Not from a Spring. 


A leak in a Croton water pipe joint, and 
not, as was generaily believed, the tapping 
of. a spring, caused the flooding of the 
foundations of the new Broadway Taber- 
nacle, on the northeast corner of Fifty- 
sixth Street and Broadway. Excavating for 
the foundations of the structure, which will 
cost when finished $500,000, began last 
March, and with the laying out of the 
foundation came the discovery that there 
was a seepage of water that could not be 
accounted for by surface drainage, and it 
was supposed that the tapping of a spring 


would have to be dealt with. As soo 

the excavation was on a line with the 
Croton water pipe a new source of inunda- 
tion was tapped. The contractors, C. A. 
Cowen & Co., decided finally that the in- 
flow came from the Croton main-in Fifty- 
sixth Street, and this proved to be the 
case when workmen dug down to the main 
and found the leak.

Accused of Permitting a Disorderly 


House to Remain Open While He | 
Was in the Tenderloin. 


Poliee Captain John F. Flood was sus- 
pended yesterday morning by Commissioner 
Greene pending trial on charges of neglect 
of duty in connection with his administra- 
‘tion of the Tenderloin Police Station from 
April 8 to Aug. 9, 1901. The complainant 
against the Captain, was Thomas lL. Mc- 
Clintock, Superintendent of the Society for 
the Prevention of Crime. Gen. Greene set 
the date of trial for Friday, June 12. Frank 
Moss, as counsel for the society, will act 
as prosecutor. 

The charges against the Captain are 
based on the revelations of police protec- 
tlon of the house kept by Laura Mauret on 
West Thirty-third Street. It is alleged that 
the Captain knew of the character of the 
house, being informed of it by agents of 
the society, yet was negligent ip failing to 
chtain evidence sufficient to close the 
place. 

Capt. Flood had been transferred Wednes- 
day to the Grand Central Station from the 
Bronx that his trial might be legally held 
at Police Headquarters. He appeared be- 
fore the Commissioner at 10:30 and left his 
room two minutes later, the formalities of 
his suspension having been speedily fin- 
ished, Capt. Flood refused to discuss the 
tnatter. 

Commissioner Greene said that, as he 
weuld be the final Judge at the trial, it 
would be manifestly improper for him to 
talk about the case. Asked why the charges 


! had been brought up at this late date, he 


said that the department had been very 
busy, and that the cases of officials simil- 
arly charged had already been disposed of. 
He added that the prosecution had not been 
started by the department, but on the 
charges brought by the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime. 

Capt. Flood was away on a vacation in 
July, 1901, at the time the house com- 
piained of was raided, Sergt. Shiels being 
Acting Captain during his superior’s ab- 
sence. He, Wardman Dwyer, and Patrol- 
man Cox, on whose post thé house was 
situated, were dismissed from the force on 
charges similar to those brought against 
Capt. Flood. Precinct Detectives Schoenich 
and Darcy, against whom charges were 
brought, were not punished, they having 
proved on trial that théy had closed many 
disorderly places. 


POOLROOM COLORED SIGNALS. 


White, Blue, and Red Lights Manipulat- 
ed by “ Lookout "—Police Force En- 
trance with Axes. 


Inspector Smith, Capt. Wiegand of the 
Mercer Street Station, and detectives of 
that station yesterday raided an alleged 
poolroom on West Third Street and cap- 
tured three prisoners, for whose arrest 
warrants had been issued by Justice Olm- 
stead. The place was in the rear of the 
ground floor. Heavy iron doors barred the 
progress of the raiders, but these were 
battered in with axes and crowbars. About 


fifty men were found there, but the only 
oneg taken were Arthur Ettlinger, who de- 
seribed himself as a real estate dealer, of 
20 East Ninth Street; John Flanagan, 498 
Pearl Street, and John Murphy, florist, 446 
Ninth Avenue.

court in People vs. Gardner, (144 N. Y., 
119.) It was there held that the Constitu- 
tional protection that no one can be com- 
pelled to be a witness against himself (Con- 
sti, Art. I., Sec. 6) prohibited ‘the compul- 
sory oral examination (doubtless written 
examination also) of prisoners before trial, 
or upon trial, for the purpose of extorting 
unwilling confessions or declarations im- 
plicating them in crime,’ but that ‘a mur- 
derer may be forcibly taken before his dy- 
ing victim for identification.” ‘A thfef may 
be forcibly examined and the stolen prop- 
erty may be taken from his person,’ and 
‘a prisoner may be examined for marks 
and bruises, and then they may be proved 
upon his trial to establish his guilt.’ ”’

RIGHT TO TAKE A REST IN A STREET.—A 
boy named Kessler and several other boys 
had been playing in a vacant lot. After 
they had finished their game, and had left 
the lot for home, the boys seated them- 
selves on some boards in the street, about 
one foot distant from a lumber pile, “to 
get cooled off’ Shortly thereafter the 
board pile fell, and quite seriously injured 
young Kessler. In a suit by him &gainst 
the owner of the lumber pile it was con- 
tended on the defendant’s behalf that the 
boy was a lounger, and was, therefore, 
not making a legitimate use of the street 
at the time he was injured. It was held 
by the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania that 
a pedestrian has a right to stop on a street 
for a reasonable time, when required by 
iliness or fatigue, if such act doés hot in- 
convenience other persons in the use of the 
street. The lumber, the court. found, fell 
without fault on the part of the boy, and 
the defendant was liable. If it was a fact 
that the boys stopped merely to take a 
brief rest, it would, indeed, the court said, 
“be a very harsh and rigid rule of. law 
that would declare that the bet was not, 
under the circumstances, entitled to the 
rights and protection accorded a traveler 
on the streets. But such a rule ts not sup- 
ported by reason, and, therefore, should not 
exist. he use of a. highway, it is true, 
is for passage, but that does not prevent 
the pedestrian from making such stops 
thereon ‘as business, necessity, accident, or 
the ordinary exigencies of travel. may re- 
quire,’ He may not use it as a play ground, 
or for any similar purpose, to the extent 
that it would deny the public the right of 
transit over it, but that does not deprive 
him. of the right to stop on the street for a 
reasonable time when illness or fatigue re- 

uires it, and his stopping does not inter- 
ere with or inconvenience other persons in 
the use of the street.” 


Prof. Mabilleau Ends His Tour. 
*‘In no country are the relations between 
eapital and labor so satisfactory as in

CURB BROKERS’ ENTERPRISE. 


Novel Schemes for Reporting Quota- 
tions Quickly to Inside Offices. 


Competition among the brokers In outside 
securities to secure for their customers 
with as little loss of time as possible the 
quotations for the various active stocks 
traded in in the Broad Street market has 
led to the adoption of numerous schemes 
of reporting quotations expeditiously. Some 
months ago a broker whose office is in 
Broad Street, just above the place hab- 
itually occupied by the brokers, adopted 
the method of sending quotations by shout- 
ing them from the street to the window of 


his office and reporting his transactions in 
the same way. 

Recently a Stock Exchange house which 
took offices on the second floor of one of 
the large buildings in Broad Street, re- 
ceived their quotations through a system 
of manual signals suggested by their rep- 
resentative on the curb. But the plan which 
caused most amusement was inmugurated 
yesterday by a Stock BExchange house 
which has its offices on the fifth floor of 
the recently completed Blair Building at 
the corner of Broad Street and Exchange 
Place. A large slate was used to inscribe 
the quotations of such active stocks as 
Northern Securities and Greene Consoli- 
dated, and this was from time to time heid 
up in the crowd of brokers in a position in 
which it was visible from the windows of 
the -firm’s offices. There some one was 
detailed with a sed of field glasses to ob- 
serve the quotations and give them to those 
in the office. 


PROF. WARE RETIRES. 


Head of Columbia School of Archi- 
tecture Ceases Teaching. 


The retirement of Prof. William R. Ware 
head of the School of Architecture of Co 
lumbia University, was announced yester 
day. Prof. Ware will end twenty-two 
years’ active service at the school at the 
close of the present academic year, but 
the Board of Trustees has decided to make 
him Emeritus Professor. In arranging for 
Prof. Ware's. retirement the Trustees 
placed on record their appreciation of his 
services in warm terms of eulogy, noting 
especially that it had been given to him to 
found two famous schools of architecture— 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and that at Columbia.

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EIGHT JURORS TO TRY AMMON.| - AT AUCTION 


Talesmen Searchingly Examined in the 
Case of the Lawyer Accused of 
‘Receiving Stolen Money. 


Four seats in the jury box remained va- 
cant last night when the final adjourn- 
ment for the day was taken in Judge New- 
burger’s court, where: Robert A. Ammon, 
formerly counsel of William F. Miller of 
520 per cent; “‘ get-rich-quick”’ syndicate 
notoriety, is being tried on a charge: of 
feloniously obtaining. stolen money, the 
proceeds of the swindle. 

Miller, -who will be the principal witness 
against Ammon, was not in court yester- 
day. Ammon was on hand early, seeming- 
ly cheerful and confident. A formidable 
array of legal talent was in court to defend 
him, including Arthur C. Palmer, Frederick 
B. House, William M. Mullen, and Lewis 
Morrison. He is being prosecuted by As- 
sistant District Attorneys Nott and Hart. 

A special panel of 100 talesmen were on 
hand when Judge Newburger took his seat 
on the bench, and the work of getting the 
jury was at once begun, after a formal mo- 
tion to dismiss the indictment had been de- 
nied. The eight jurors chosen were:

Mr. Palmer, who 
cross-examined the talesmen, asked each 
regarding the weight he would give to Mil- 
ler’s testimony, In most casés the talesmen 
declared that yf would take into consid- 
eration the fact that he had been convicted 
of a crime, and that, as Mr. Jerome frank- 
ly admitted, he had been promised the good 
offices of the District Attorney to secure 
him executive clemency provided he told 
the whole truth. 


DECISION ON $1,000,000 TRUST. 


Justice Leventritt Throws Out the Suit 
of Philip Sands to Control the 
Sinclair Money. 


Philip Sands’s action against Frederick 
De Peyster Foster and Robert 8. Minturn 
to oust them as trusteés of the $1,000,000 
trust fund created by and in the interest 
of Mrs. Clarence 8. Sinclair fourteen years 
ago, was lost yesterday in the Supreme 
Court by the decision of Justice Leventritt 
that a demurrer entered by the defendants 
was well taken. By the decision Messrs. 
Foster and Minturn will continue in charge 
of the trust fund, which now is maintained 
for the sole benefit of Mrs. Sinclair's son, 
Archibald Henry Macdonald Sinclair, Mrs. 
Sinclair and her husband having died since 
it was established. 

This litigation was of a complex nature. 
Mrs. Sinclair, before her marriage, was 
Miss Mabel Sands, the daughter of Mahlon 
Sands. Before her marriage, on Dec. 16, 
1880, to Clarence Granville Sinclair of 
Thurso Castle, Scotland, she created a 
trust fund of all her property, the same to 
be for her benefit for life, and after ‘her 
death to go to her children with the excep- 
tion of a life income of $7,500 a year for 
her husband. The trustee named was 
Philip Justice Sands, father of the plaintiff 
in this action. Mr. Sands was given the 
power of substitution. 

In October, 1890, Mrs, Sinclair died, leay- 
ing the son, now living with an aunt in 
England. The husband died in 1895, and 
Philip Justice Sands acted as the trustee 
until his déath in October, 1900, He had 
appointed Mr. Foster as trustee in his 
stead in 1896, and Mr. Poster had named 
Mr. Minturn as his co-trustee. Later Mr. 
Sands informed Mr. Foster that he wanted 
one or both of his sons to be a trustee, and 
from Mr. Foster he received a letter agree- 
ing to-resign and name the son at the time 
he should become of age. 

When Philip Sands became of age in 1898 
he demanded that he be appointed, but Mr. 
Foster then declared that the agreement to 
resign and make the appointment had been 
rescinded. Then recently Mr. Sands brought 
his action to cancel the trusteeship and com- 
pel the trustees to turn over to him the 
assets of the estate.

GAS COMPANY PAYS A FINE. 


it Cut Off the Supply to Collect 70 
Cents and Has Now Paid More 
Than $500. 


By paying the fine and judgment im- 
posed in the Municipal Court, the New 
Amsterdam Gas Company has settled the 
action brought against it by Walter E. 
Cransdell of 837 Bast Thirteenth Street, 
which involved the right of a gas company 
to shut off the supply because of the non- 
payment of a bill by a previous user of a 
meter. The amount paid by the corpora- 
tion was more than $500. The original 
amount involved was 70 cents. 

Cransdell moved into his apartment a 
year ago, and his wife applied for gas. For 
two months the bills for Ss used were 
paid, but in each case Cransdell declined to 
pay 70 cents charged for gas used prior to 
the time he moved in and ordered the 
meter. The ee was turned off Aug. 14 
because thig 70 cents had not been paid, 
and it was not until Oct. 4 that the supply 
was requmes. Suit was instituted to re- 
cover $ fine. This amount was recov- 
ered, together with additional costs and 
expenses. An appeal was promptly taken, 
but now has been abandoned by the com- 
pany. 


WORK ON BIG STATION. 


Buildings Soon to be Torn Down on 
Pennsylvania Site. 


Alfred Noble, the engineer for the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, whose section of the 
company’s tunnel enterprise will include 
the building of the station itself on the 
blocks bounded by Seventh and Ninth Ave- 
nues, Thirty-first and Thirty-third Streets, 
said yesterday that the tearing down of 
some of the buildings on the station site 
would be begun within a few days. Many 
of the houses have been vacant for some 
time, and on Tuesday the tenants of about 
forty others were told to leave. 

“The buildings to be taken down imme- 
diately,”” said Mr. Noble, “are at various 
points in the four blocks, and dre not any 


considerable portion of the entire number. 
It ‘has not been decided yet whether the 
clearing of the property of its old struct- 
ures will be done as a separate house- 
wrecking job or whether the removal of the 
buildings will be let as part of the excava- 
tion contract. For certain purposes, how- 
ever, it has seemed best to take down some 
of the houses at once.”’ 

Taking of borings on the station site is 
progressing rapidly. Gangs of men were 
at work youvenday on both Thirty-second 
and Thirty-third Streets, between Seventh 
and Eighth Avenues.
